| RIVERS OF THE MOON. 


From Harper’s Weekly. 

The so-called craters, mountains and 
empty sea beds of the moon are not the 
only interesting phenomena which our 
satellite presents to the view. There are 
on many parts of the moon’s surface 
long, narrow lines called ‘“‘rills,”’ ovident- 
ly much below the general level of the 
ground, some of them comparable in 
breadth and depth to the great canyons 
of our Western country. 

Certain astronomers have been 4is- 
posed to regard these rills as cracks and 
rents in the crust of the moon, but oth- 
ers have adopted the suggestion, made 
long ago, that they are river channels. 

It may be remarked of these ancient 
lunar river channels, if such they really 
are, that their wider ends always termi- 
nate in pear-shaped hollows like little 
craters, and this end is nearly always 
higher than the other, ed that ff the 
craters were once lakes, their waters 
must have flowed out into the rivers in- 
stead of the waters of the rivers empty- 
ing into the lakes.

His stand in condemnation of the Taft 
policy meets with the approval of leading 
papers without regard to party align- 
ment, and unfavorable comment is very 
mildly tempered. 





EPLYING to a group of bankers who asked if the present administra - 
tion requested them to participate in the Chinese loan, as the Taft 
administration had done, President Wilson said that he did not ap- 

prove the conditions of the loan or the implication of responsibility involved 


in the request. He said: 


‘"The conditions of the loan seem to us to rezch 


very nearly the administrative independence of China itself; and this ad- 
ministration does not feel that it ought even by implication be a party to 
those conditions. The responsibility on its part which would be imp!‘ied in 
' requesting the bankers to undertake the loan might conceivably go the length, 
in some unhappy contingency, of forcible interfer:nc: in the financial and 
even the political affairs of that Oriental state, ju:t now awakening to a con- 


sciousness of its power and of its obligations to its people.” 


Editorial com- 


ment on this action generally commends the President's stand. 


Wise and Proper Action. 


New York Post: President Wilson's vatabil to 
continue our Government's attitude of aggressive 
participation in the raising of international loans 
for the Chinese Government not only is, in our 
opinion, a wise and proper action in this particu- 
lar casa, but represents the abandonment of a 
peculiarly vicious diplomatic policy. If a loan to 
the Chinese Government was a sound financial 
operation, the politicians had asserted an,unwar- 
rantable claim to interfere. If it was not, such 
an operation, they were hoodwinking investers 
for political purposes. 


An Admirable Purpose. 


New York Evening Sun: The Six Powers plan 
Was not primarily a scheme devised to advance 
the interests of international finance. The parti- 
cipation of the United States in the loan was 
not sharing in financial booty which the strength 
of the contracting powers won for its nationals. 
' Primarily, the Six Powers loan amounted to an 
agreement between England, France, Russia, Ger- 
many, Japan and this country that no one nation 
through its citizens or its finances would under- 
take to acquire exclusive and disproportionate in- 
fluence in China. 

It is then open to grave doubt wehther the Wil- 
gon policy in China will actually assist in ac- 
complishing the admirable purpose for which it 
is designed. 


Stabbed by Friends. 


New York Herald: It is highly probable that 
when the full import of the administration's ; 
policy toward the China loan situation is under- 
stood in Pekin patriotic Chinese will feel that 
their country has been “stabbed” by its professed 
friends. 

If, as the officials of the republic of China be- 
Ifeve, a-ioan is necessary to rehabilitate’ their 
country and lay the foundations for stable gov- 
ernment, they cannot relish the prospect of hav- 
ing to make it under terms dictated by five pow- 
ers, not one of which has the slightest sympathy 
for the republic idea; while the dominating pow- 
ers of the combination are wholly antagonistic 
to it. 

Still for the Open Door. 

New York Press: President Wilson’s refusal to 
request, and thereby to indorse, a loan to China 
from American bankers will not prove, we ven- 
ture to say, so startling a political event as sen- 
sation mongers on both sides of that Chinese 
fence would like to have this country think. It is 
going entirely too far for one side to declare Mr. 
Bryan, for President Wilson, has thus repudiated 
determined efforts of American money sharks to 
bury their fangs in poor, old, bankrupt China. 

It {ig going just as far in the other direction to 
say because our Government will no longer stim- 
ulate the loan shark business from this end we 
virtually back away from our old time policy of 
the open door in China. 


A Skeletonized Principle. 


New York Sun: While it may be true, in the 
academic sense, that the principle of the open 
door outlasts the American withdrawal from the 
six power eae negotiations there is now good 
reason to fear that what remains of the principle 
is no more than a grinning skeleton without vital 
ergans or muscles.

Recognize Chinese Republic.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 22.—The absence of 
the Czarina from the public functions of the first 
days, connected with the Romanoff tercentenary 
celebrations, was due to the fact that Her 
Majesty is again expecting a visit from the stork. 
The announcement in its official form will not 
be made for some weeks on account of the 
Czarina’s reluctance to have such announcements 
made because of the newspaper comment they 
have In the past excited all over the world. 

The Czar is in close consultation every day 
with the court physicians. They report that Her 
Majesty’s health is satisfactory, the only trouble 
being her anxiety over her only son, the little 
Czarevitch. He is still suffering from the acci- 
dent on board his father’s, yacht last year, and 
physicians have advised that he must be taken 
to Egypt for treatment and a change of climate. 
but the plan may not be carried out because his 
mother is unwilling to part from him. 

There is naturally great interest in a possible 
addition to the Imperial family. The second heir 
tu the throne, the Czar’s: only brother, Grand 
Duke Michael, renounced his rights following his 
morganatic marriage to Mme. Scheremetiefsky. 
After him, the heirs are the four sons of Grand 
Dukes Vladimir and Paul, but neither of them 
would be likely te be acceptable to the nation 
as Czar. because of their profligate tendencies. 
Nor is it possible that Nicholas II would be able 
to nominate his successor outside of the regular 
succession, this being a prerogative in abeyance 
for many generations. 

The Czarina’s present family consists of five 
children, Grand Duchess Olga, 17 years old; 
Grand Duchess Tatiana, 16; Grand Duchess 
Marie, 18; Grand Duchess Anastasia, 11, and 
Grand Duke Alexis, the Czarevitch, 8.

LONDON, March 22.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Isaacs’ damaging admissions in the 
libel suit instituted by him and Post- 
master-General Samuel against the Paris 
Matin for charging them with corrup- 
tion in connection with the Marconi 
contract with the Government came 
most opportunely for the Unionists. They 
were just at the beginning of another 
democratic crisis over the tariff reform, 
with the threatened secession of Austin 
Chamberlain and the extreme protec- 
tionists. 

Leader Bonar Law therefore seized 
upon Sir Rufus Isaacs’ testimony—that 
he bought 10,000 shares of the American 
Marconi Co. stock and sold 1000 shares 
to Chancellor of the Exchequer Lloyd- 
George and 1000 to the Master of Eli- 
bank—and will ask Prime Minister As- 
quith Tuesday for a day to discuss the 
whole matter in the House of Com- 
mons.

“Error of Judgment.” 

The Nation, which says the general 
public believed that Isaacs’ denials cov- 
ered everything, adds: 

“The purchase of the shares of the 
American’ company having been made 
a month after the signature of the 
contract when the top price nearly was 
realized and the boom exhausted, was 
not a matter into which an element of 
corruption: i. e., of improper use of in- 
formation authoritatively and secretely 
acquired, could have entered. We can- 
not therefore understand why a full 
disclosure was not made in October or 
at the moment when the checks of 
rumor were first inflated with a tale 
of ministerial purchases. And on the 
transaction itself we are bound to re- 
cord our view that a grievious error of 
judgment was committed when Sir Ru- 
fus Isaacs touched a share in a Mar- 
coni venture and commended the tran- 
saction to his colleagues. Corruption is 
hardly alleged in this matter, and we 
need not therefore discuss this gravest 
of all imputations on the conduct of a 
public man. But our political leaders 
have to consider not only what is right, 
but what is in the highest sense exped- 
ient. They have to reckon with malice 
and uncharitableness and that in itself 
should be a warning to choose their 
path with scrupulous care. But, above 
all, they have to bethink themselves 
that democracy is constantly on its trial, 
and in its interests they are bound to 
show special and vigorous dilicacy in 
every transaction in which the govern- 
ment and private enterprise approach 
each other as buyer and seller.” 

Maj. Archer Shee, a Unionist member 
of Parliament, who married Elizabeth 
Pell of New York, was prominent in in- 
sinuating corruption against the minis- 
ters in connection with the Marconi 
contract until he was examined before 
the House of Commons committee, 
when he disclaimed any such intention. 
He will ask Premier Asquith Tuesday 
whether the English Marconi Company 
is associated with the American com- 
pany and holds a large block of the 
American company’s stock. He also will 
ask Postmaster General Samuel to re- 
duce in rank a staff engineer of the 
postoffice for buying British Marconi 
stock, and whether, in view of Attor- 
ney-General Isaacs’ and the Chancelor 
of the Exchequer’s transaction in 
American Marconi stock, this official 
will be reinstated in his former ‘rank. 

Will Isaacs Become Judget 

It is very likely that whatever case 
there is against Llioyd-George, who is 
the real person aimed at through Teac, 
may be spoiled by Bonar Law and hi 
supporters by malicious exaggeration, 
thus evoking sympathy for Lloyd- 
George and Isaacs among the Minister- 
ialists, who at the moment are deeply 
resentful of their indiscretion. 

Another singular complication has 
arisen, illustrating once again the poli- 
tical partisanship which Supreme Court 
judges here are supposed to lay aside, 
but do not.- Lord Chief Justice Alver- 
stone has been lying incurably ill for 
the last two months, but withholding 
his resignation, although the bench is‘ 
notoriously undermanned. Isaacs, as 
Attorney-General has a prescriptive 
right to the vacancy and immediately 
following Isaac’s evidence in the Matin 





resignation. It is believed Isaacs can- 
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not now accept the Lord Chief Justice- 
ship, and his passing the appointment 
to another would be equivalent to con- 
fessing his own unfitness. 

It is asserted Liloyd-George has of- 
fered to resign if Asquith considers that 
the Government would be in any way 
embarrassed by his continuing in office, 
but Asquith declined to accept his resig. 
nation.

This was not, however, true of some of the 
saloons, for very effective and sometimes spec- 
tacular means were employed to drive a customer 
away from the lunch when he mistook it for 
dinner. 

At any rate, the free lunch in Missouri is 
dead, the colored gentleman who presided in 
white cap and apron behind the various copper- 
colored cookers is looking for a job as a Pull- 
man porter, and the pessimist is saying that 
what the saloons will do is to sell the lunch and 
give away drinks. 

HE temperance people have diligently set 
themselves to the task of discovering if 
liquor is the sole attraction in a saloon. 

There are many theories about this. An ele- 
ment of the dry population thinks music is an 
attraction, and any kind of hand-made music, 
so to speak, is forbidden in the saloons of St. 
Loufs. Automatic music is permitted on the 
theory that it will chase people out. This ele- 
ment is quite strong. It usually owns the Ex- 
cise Commissioner. Another element thinks 


count of the chance of getting a free sandwich 
than they would if there were not always some- 
thing standing around at which patrons can 
nibble. This is the dominant element. It had 
& majority in both houses of the Missouri Legis- 
lature this year. 

A third element thinks men do not go into 
saloons to drink so much as they probably go 
into them to tell stories.

It had no representa- 
tives in the Legislature this year. It is, in fact, 
a little chary about making a campaign. The 
danger, as this element sees it, is that in case 
a bill against story telling in saloons were in- 
troduced, the Legislature may want to hear some 
of the stories. It is suspected that this would 
be fatal to the bill. 

The men who habitually tell stories in saloons 
know some awfully good stories. A fourth ele 
ment thinks the consumption of liquor per capita 
in this country is probably what it is because of 
saloon screens. This element has at times been 
very powerful in certain localities. Some of the 
saloons have been absolutely unscreened, in order 
that the public might stand on the sidewalk and 
leok right in while people were drinking. Other 
communities have tried gauze screens, so that 
while the public outside could not exactly tell 
who was getting a drink, it could always ap

screen element has never been strong in St. 
Louis. Drinking in a St. Louis saloon, so far 
as the spying public goes, is almost as private 
as drinking in a Kansas woodshed. 
TILL another element thinks treating has a 
S great deal to do with the quantity of 
liquor consumed. This element unfailing- 
ly presents an anti-treating bill when the Legis- 
lature meets. The bil] never gets through, It

terior motives. Moreover, a drinking man likes 
treating.

He may be able to 
buy the saloon out, but to buy him a drink 
sometimes makes a friend of him. This is pure 
pyschology not unknown to the gender.

The motion to quash was filed yes- 
terday by E. M. Grossman, attorney 
for the board. It was argued by 
Grossman and Prosecuting-Attorney 
Sidener.

LEADERS 10 COME 
T0 CONGRESS HERE 


Americans and Canadians Will 
Address St.Louis Meeting 
in May. 


A delegation of members of the Amer!i- 
can Committee for the celebration of the 
one ,hundredth anniversary of peace 
among English speaking peoples will 
take part in the Fourth American Peace 
Congress, at St. Louis May 1, 2 and 3, ac- 
cording to a letter received by James E. 
Smith, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Peace Congress, From 
John A. Stewart, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of’ the American Com- 
mittee. 

‘“‘We shall be very glad to send a num- 
ber of members of our committee to St. 
Louis to participate in the program and 
to speak officially for our American or- 
ganization on the subject of the cen- 
tenary,”’ writes Stewart. 

Andrew Carnegie, chairman of the 
American Committee for the centenary 
celebration, several days ago accepted 
an invitation to address the §t. Louis 
peace meeting, and addresses will be de- 
livered by members of the Canadian 
Committee, the chairman of which is 
Sir Edmund Walker, and probably also 
by members of the English Committee, 
which will arrive in the United States 
the slatter part of April. Earl Grey, 
former Governor-General of Canada, is 
expected to head the English delegation 
to America for a conference with the 
American and Canadian delegations on 
the plans for the Anglo-American cen- 
tenary. 

Canadians Will Speak. 

The Canadian speakers at the St. Louis 
peace meeting will include Justice Wil- 
liam Renwick Riddell of the High Court 
of Justice of Ontario, Justice B. Russell 
of Halifax, and John Lewis of the To- 
ronto Star. Justice Riddell, in a let- 
ter to Smith, announces that the title of 
his address will be “One Hundred Years 
Ago,” and that in it he will try to 
show “the condition of affairs between 
your country and mine then as compared 
to the same now.” 

The Anglo-American centenary will 
be celebrated in America, Canada and 
England. The festivities will commence 
the latter part of 1914 and will extend 
into 1915 and possibly 1916. 

While officially commemorgting the 
100 years of peace between America 
and Great Britain that have followed 
the conclusion of the war of 1812, the 
celebration will be in reality a great 
publicity campaign for the cause of 
international peace. 

At least one handsome memorial will 
be erected. Many well-known persons 
have: expressed the hope that this me- 
morial would be in the shape of a 
bridge at Niagara Falls. The Outlook, 
in 1911, came out in favor of a peace 
memorial bridge there, to be dedicated 
in connection with the Centenary cele- 
bration, and Buffalo, of course, is 
thoroughly in sympathty with this plan, 
while Detroit, another great city close 
to the Canadian border and consequent- 
ly having many Canadian interests, is 
cut of sympathy with it. 

Detroit Buffalo's Rival. 

The Detroiters, through this Great 
Lakes International Arbitration So- 
ciety, an organization having as its ter- 
ritory those states and provinces bor- 
dering on or touching the Great Lakes 
or their tributarfes, declare that if any 
memorial is to be erected, the proper 
place for it is Detroit. The Buffalon- 
ians are conducting their campaign for 
first honors at the Centenary celebra- 
tion through the Hundred Years’ Peace 
Society, one of the most active workers 
in which is Mrs. John Miller Fforton, 
whois remembered by St. Louisans as 
having been a member of the Board 
of Lady Managers of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. 

A woman's executive board has been 
created with Mrs. Horton as its chair- 
man. Mrs. Horton has long been iden- 
tified with the peace movement, and is 
one of the two women who addressed 
the International Peace Congress at 
Stockholm, Sweden, in 1910. 


GERMAN CENTENARY 
TO DRAW 30,000 HERE 








October Festival Commemorat- 
ing Wa- of Liberation Will 
Be Notable Event. 

Not fewer than 30,000 people from all 
parts of the country are expected to 
attend the centennial celebration of the 
German war of liberation, which will 
be held in St. Louts, Oct. 4-12. @his esti- 
mate is based upon answers to letters 
of inquiry which were sent from the 
headquarters of the local Festival Com- 
mittee to the branches of the National 
German-American Alliance in every 

State of the Union. 

The national and State conventions of 
the German-American Alllance will be 
held here during festival week. The 
National German-American Alliance has 
a membership of 2,000,000 people. 

The German festival will be held dur- 
ing Veiled Prophet week. The next 
meeting of the Festival Committee will 
be held Tuesday afternoon at the Plant- 
ers Hotel. The costs of the centennial 
celebration are estimated to exceed $25,- 
000.

LINGER’S NAME 
ERASED, WITNESS 
IN FRAUD SUIT SAYS 


Books of Frost & Co., Alaskan 
Land Traders, Changed, As- 
serts Bookkeeper. 


CHICAGO, March 22—Testimony that 
the books of Albert ©. Frost & Co. had 
been changed while they were in the 
hands of a receiver today halted the 
trial against Frost and his four asso- 
ciliates Charged with Alaskan land frauds 
and directed the examination into oth- 
er channels. 

In the words of Judge Landis, before 
whom the trial is being conducted, “‘the 
question of the United States against 
Mr. Frost and other defendants is a 
small offence, compared with the charge 
just made.” 

When Frost & Co. failed three years 
ago, George M. Seward, one of the de- 
fendants in the land fraud charges, was 
appointed receiver and the books were 
turned over to him. The Frost com- 
pany, a corporation, is distinct from 
Frost’s interests in the Chicago & Mil- 
waukee electric railroad and the Alaskan 
Central Railroad. 


Tella of Erased 
On examination by B. D. “Townsend, 


assistant attorney, W. F. Wandtke, a 
bookkeeper for Frost, testified that since 
the books had been turned over to 
Seward as receiver, certain names had 
been erased. 

Among the names which had been 
erased, he said, was that of Richard A. 
Ballinger, former Commissioner of the 
General Land Office and Secretary of 
the Intertor. 

Judge Landis questioned the witness 
himself. 

“At whose instructions did you erase 
the name of Mr. Ballinger?’’ 

“At the request of Mr. Seward and 
Mr. Frost.”’ 

Judge Landis ordered the Balfliff to 
summon several United States Deputy 
Marshals. They appeared a moment 
later, and arraigned themselves before 
the door of the courtroom. The jury 
was excused and Seward was called be- 
fore the bench. 

The Deputy Marshals entered: ‘‘Go to 
Mr. Frost’s office,”’ said the Judge, ‘‘and 
seek out and bring into court every book 
of Mr. Frost’s that is supposed to be 
in the hands of a receiver.” 


Overrules Obiecttons. 
Attorneys for the defense objected to 


the proceedings: 

“Your honor has no right to give 
such an order,’”’ protested Amos R. 
Marston. ‘“‘This issue is entirely aside 
from the trial of Frost and his as- 
sociates for land frauds. We haven't 
been called in here to defend this case.”’ 

“Go get the books; what are you 
waiting for?’’ ordered Judge Landis in- 
terrupting further remarks by Marston. 

The books, it was stated would be 
brought into court late this afternoon, 

In the afternoon the books were pro- 
duced in court and Judge Landis ordered 
them delivered to the clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court for safekeeping until the 
question of receivership is adjusted. This 
phase of the controversy probably will 
not be considered until the trial of the 
land fraud cases is concluded. 

The Government closed its case later 
in the day. A motion to take the case 
from the jury is to be argued Monday.

WILSON, RESIGNS 


Willis L. Moore Disturbed After 
Seeing Houston When Resig- 
nation Is Rumored. 





HOUSTON HUNTS BEST MAN 


Efforts.to Have Moore Named 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Cause ‘‘Flareback.’’ 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reaun of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—After a 
visit to President Wilson today, Wil- 
lis L. Moore, Chief of the Weather 
Bureau for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury, resigned his position, to take ef- 
fect July 31. 

President Wilson and Secretary 
Houston have not considered anyone 
for Moore‘s place. They will select 
a scientist for the post, which has 


become one of the most important in 
the Government service. 

“We have no one in mind now,” 
said Secretary Houston of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, “but will try 
to wet the best man of scientific abil- 
ity and administrative talent to be 
had.” 

Another “Flareback.” 

Four years ago, when Prof Moore 
predicted fair weather for inaugura- 
tion day, and the blizzard that left 
pneumonia in its wake came, he said, 
“That cold snap was « flareback.’ 

This year,' when Prof. Moore let 
his friends urge his appointment to 
the position of Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, there was a flareback that drove 
the Chief of the Weather Bureay out 
of office. 

President Wilson’s mails were flood- 
ed with letters urging the appoint- 
ment of Prof. Moore as Secretary of 
Agriculture. It is understood Wil- 
son regarded the efforts of Moore 
and his friends as impolitic, He took 
the, ground that the Cabinet office 
should seek the man and not the man 
the Cabinet office. 

When President Wilson came into 
office and officials of the Department 
of Agriculture holding presidential 
appointments handed in their resigna- 
tions, Moore was not among them, 
Since Secretary Houston was appoint- 
ed, the White House has received 
large quantities of letters and tele- 
grams urging that Prof. Moore be 
retained in office as Chief of the 
Weather Bureau. 


Disturhed After Visit. 


The first intimation that Prof. 
Moore was to quit came early today 
when it was said at the White House 
that he “would resign.” Moore de- 
clined to discuss it and later hurried 
to the Department of Agriculture for 
a conference with Secretary Houston. 
He emerged from the Secretary’s of- 
fice disturbed, callers in the outside 
office thought, and later his resigna- 
tion was announced. 

“Everything is all friendly.” was 
Moore’s comment. “After July 31 I 
shall retire to my farm.” 

Moore is a Democrat. 


WRITES OF HATE ON 
WIFE’S PHOTO; ENDS LIFE 





Fred Koenneker Shoots Himself 
in Vacant House After Kindly 
Talk With Son. 


After writing a message of hate on 
the back of his wife’s photograph, Fred 
Koenneker, 43 years old, shot and 
killed himself yesterday afternoon in 
@ vacant house at 1818 South Jefferson 
avenue. He was a boarder at the home 
of Mrs. Emma Hopkins, next door, and 
his wife and three children lived at 
2004 Lafayette avenue. He was under 
parole from a workhouse sentence for 
mistreating his wife. 

Shortly before Koenneker killed him- 
self, his youngest child, Oliver, 8 had 
called to get the sum which he had been 
contributing each week to the family’s 
support, since the separation last fall. 
Koenneker received. the boy kindly, 
listened to his story about the Easter 
eggs that his rabbit had laid, and said,

In. Come over in the morning and 
get it.’’ 

About 4 p. m. Mrs. Hopkins ‘saw 
Koenneker go into the vacant house, 
and heard him lock the front door from 
within. A few minutes later, as she 
stepped into the yard to pick up @ pa- 
per, she heard a shot in the vacant 
house. 

She called Dr. Willlam H. Wright. 
a dentist, her next-door neighbor on 
the other side, and they made their way 
into the vacant house. In a rear room 
they found Koenneker, with the wound 
in his temple. He was dead before an 
ambulance came.

AND GAIN WEIGHT 


Night Sweats and Hemorrhages 
Reported by Them to Have 
Disappeared. 





23 MORE CASES TREATED 


Child of 2° With Lupus and Man 
Grievously Afflicted Re- 
ceive Injections. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 22.—At the begin- 


ning of the tuberculosis clinic conducted 
in Bellevue Hospital here this afternoon 
by Dr. Frederic F. Friedmann, a wave 
of gratification passed over the Ber- 
lin physician’s face when nine patients 
who had been treated last Monday, came 
into the room in rather better shape 
than they were when they took the 
‘‘cure.’’ 

The visiting specialist consented to an 


interruption of his demonstration today 
long enough to have Dr. John W. Bran- 
nan, head of Bellevue Hospital, the city 
institution, where the clinic was held, 
question patients treated five days ago. 

Nine of ten patients reported they 
grained from three-quarters of a pound 
to four and one-half pounds since Mon- 
day. 

None had been troubled with night 
sweats since Wednesday. None suf- 
fered with hemorrhages since Tuesday. 
None had had pains since Thursday and 
from Monday to Thursday felt their 
pains decreasing. Nine of them felt 
“better and stronger” generally. 

Fluid had been drawn since last Mon- 
day from the lungs of one who had lost 
weight. He looked so weak that Dr. 
Brannan said: 

“This young man is evidently no bet- 
ter, perhaps he ds a little worse.”’ 

All of the eight had been kept as much 
as possible in the open air since re- 
ceiving the treatment. Some of the 
doctors ventured the suggestion that 
sunshine and softening breezes ac- 
counted for the improvement. 

Dr. Friedmann nodded assent while 
maintaining his confident smile. “I was 
paying attention to the patients, not to 
the doctors,” he said afterward when 


‘asked if he did not feel the atmosphere

The other injec- 
tion was quickly made into the muscles

Another case brought from the back- 
ground a man whose face had the ap- 
pearance of having been lately scalded.

Jury’s Verdict Making Penalty 
Three Months in Jail and $100 
Fine Does Not Suit Him. 





WIDOW STATE WITNESS 


Her Testimony That Her Hus- 
band Was Quarrelsome 
Aided Defendant. 


Mrs. Agnes Newman : Pauselius, 17 
years old, widow of Joseph Pauselius, 
says she testified in favor of her broth- 
er-in-law, John Pauselius, when he was 
on trial at Clayton Friday, accused of 
murder in the second degree in killing 
her husband because the wife of John 
Pauselius is her sister and has a small 
child. 

Mrs. Pauselius had been called as a 
witness for the State. She testified 
however, that her husband was of a 
quarrelsome disposition. John Pauselius, 
who admitted the shooting but pleaded 
self-defense, was found guilty of man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree. The 
jury gave him the minimum sentence, 
three months in the county jail and a 
fine of $100. Pauselius announced yes- 
terday that he will take an appeal. 

The Pauselius brothers lived on the 
St. Charles rock road, west of Wells- 
ton. Joseph, the slain one, was pro- 
prietor of the Eight-Mile House. John 
had a blacksmith shop and a home near 
by. Joseph was 2 years old and his 
brother and slayer is 30. 

The men married sisters, girls named 
Newman. Joseph Pauselius had been 


killed. On the evening of Feb. 20 last 
he went into the kitchen of his broth- 
er’s house and engaged in a dispute with 
a man named Kempfer over a bill of 
$2 which he elaimed the latter owed him. 

John Pauselius tried to stop the quar- 
rel, according to the testimony. The re- 
sult was that he shot Joseph in the ab- 
Joseph died 24 hours later in 
the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, his 
young wife weeping at his bedside until 
the end. 

Shortly before his death he told. 
Prosecuting Attorney Lashly that he 
struck his brother twice with his 
open hand, knocking him down, be- 
fore the latter shot him.

AD CAR SINCE 
SAYS BAUMHOF 


He Suggests Short Trips That 
Would Leave Big Lines 4s, 
Express Routes. 


1000 CARS IDLE IN BARNS 








Tells How the United Railways 
[ost Million and Half to 
Block New Line. 





George W. Baumhoff, former general 


manager of the St. Louis street railway 
lines, last night -explained in detail to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter how the street 
car service in St. Louis could be bet- 
tered immediately if the United Rail- 
ways Co. would put into operation at 
ence the cars which it is holding in re- 
serve in its sheds. Baumhoff estimates 
there are 1000 cars in reserve in the 
sheds that are available for use. 

Baumhoff tells how they could be 
made to run over new routes that would 
not interfere with established ones, but, 
on the other hand, would relieve con- 
gestion. 

He also tells in this—the third of his 
talks—how the policy of the company is 
so much opposed to better service that 
would entail experise of operation that 
it threw away $1,500,000 to prevent the 
people in South St. Louis from getting 
additional service. He explains why: the 
company forfeited a million and half 
rather than operate a new line at an 
assured profit because it could get the 
profit anyhow by crowding the old lines. 

Thousand Cars Idle. 

“To begin with,” said Baumhoff, 
“I am absolutely certain that the 
company has 1000 cars kept on the 
shelf where the public cannot get the 
benefit of them. You will find them 
in the company’s barns at Fairfax 
and Newstead avenues, De Baliviere 
and Delmar, Geyer and Jefferson, 
Osage and Broadway, Virginia and 
Walsh, Park and Vandeventer, Man- 
chester'and Kraft, Easton and Prali- 
rie, and Broadway and _ Salisbury. 
The greater number of these reserve 
cars are summer cars, but Iam certain 
you also will find in the sheds a 
great \number of servicable closed 
cars, just now out of operation. 

“If they will give us these cars it 
will not be necessary to wait for the 
company to buy the 330 new ones 
that the Public Service Commission 
has recommended. The Municipal As- 
sembly seems inclined to allew the 
company 16 months to get the 330 
new ones and that is a long time to 
@ndure street car crowding. 

\'It will not be necessary for the com- 
pany to release the entire thousand at 
once. A few hundred additional cars 
would do to start on. The first thing 
that could be done with them would 
be to establish a new loop that would 
relieve the congestion east of Grand 
avenue and between Laclede avenue 
and Washington avenue. 

“This loop might run from Washing- 
ton avenue and Fourth street, south 
on Fourth to the Laclede line, west 
to Grand, north on Grand to Washing- 
ton and east to Fourth, completing the 
route. 

Would Make Express Lines, 

“Just consider what that loop would 
do. It would virtually make express 
lines out of the Hodiamont, Olive 
and Page lines to the West End. The 
new loop would take care of the 
transfer passengers to the Grand, 
Jefferson, Eighteenth and other lines 
and the Olive, Hodiament and Page 
cars would have but few stops to 
make east of Grand. 

“Then more of the reserve cars 
might be taken for short-trip routes. 
They could be used for locals on the 
Olive, Hodiamont and Page lines and 
also on the Wellston, Cass, Fourth 
street and other lines. 

“For instance, a few might be run 
west to Jefferson avenue to accommo- 
date the passengers from downtown 
who wish to transfer to that line. Oth- 
ers could be run between Grand and 
downtown. Others could be looped at 
Vandeventer avenue, still others at Sa- 
rah and others at Taylor. Some might 
be run as far west as King’s highway 
and even to Unioh avenue. The com- 
pany now loops cars at De Baliviera, 
so it is not necessary to consider go- 
ing that far west with the additional

Suggestions by George 


E United Railways Co. has on 
reserve in its sheds probably as 
many as a thousand cars. The 


greater number are summer cars but 
there are undoubtedly mz-ny closed 
cars also. A somewhat general prac- 
tice of traction companies is to keep 
20 per cent of its car equipment in 
the sheds on reserve. 

Why not put these cars into opera- 
tion at once? The service -would-be 
bettered immediately and the United 
Railways could use the full time al- 
lowed it by the Municipal Assembly— 
16 months if the Council passes the 
S. F. E. P. bill in the same form 
as the House has—in which to get 
‘the 330 new cars recommended by 
the Public Service Commission. 

Most of the cars held in reserve 
are summer tars. The company prob- 
ably will take the stoves out of the 
closed cars April 1. Why not’ put 
on some summer cars April.1? Or 
put on a hundred or so of the closed 
Cars held in reserve and then put the

summer cars on a few weeks later 
when it is warmer. 

When the company puts on a new 
car let the public watch to see that 
it-does not take off an old one and 
leave the number in operation ae 
same. 

When they begin to put on the 
summer cars let the public and the 
city officials remind the company 
that no closed cars are to be taken 
off. 

If these suggestions are followed 
the company will not have to go into 
debt for immediate purchase of new 
cars, as Capt. McCulloch, its genéral 
manager, contends it might have to 
do if the Seat-for-Each-Passenger bill 
were passed, requiring 330 new cars 
in 16 months. 

The public would be benefited at 
once. Sixteen months is a long time 
to be sufocated in a street car. 

The only increased expense to the 
company would. be new names on the 
payroll. Several hundred more‘ men 
might have to be employed. 
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cars that might be put into service. 

“It is a feasible project and {t would 
be easy for the company to comply 
with it now, as the weather will soon 
be warm and all its summer cars could 
be put at the disposition of the public. 
Of course, the plan will fail if the com- 
pany takes a closed car out of operation 
every time it puts a summer car into 
use. 

“‘All the closed cars can be converted 
into summer cars when the sun is shin- 
ing brightly. The process is simply to 
drop the windows and the closed cars 
serve the purpose then about as well 
as the regularly constructed summer 
cars. 

“Of course, this will cost some little 
money in operating expenses. If you put 
on 300 more cars, you will have to hire 
600 more motormen and conductors and 
there will be incidental expenses. 

“The point that the public must watch 
is that the closed cars are not to be tak- 
en out of operation in equivalent num- 
bers as quickly as the summer cars are 
put on. 

“The past history of the company does 
not augur that it will voluntarily in- 
crease the service in the future as was 
well illustrated when it paid a million 
and a half dollars to prevent a line run- 
ning east and west on Wyoming street 
in South St. Louis and over various 
other routes that would have given ad- 
dtiional service. 


“Crowding Secret of Suctess.” 
“Crowding is the secret of success in 


the street railway world. Anyhow, a 
paleolithic vehicle, such as many street 
cars are, is not regarded by the. general 
manager as the proper place for a dis- 
play of sybaritical taste. The company 
believes there is no sense in operating 
more lines and more cars when the pas- 
sengers can be jammed into those al- 
ready in use. 

“The street car system in St. Louis 
backed its judgment on this. principle 
to the tune of a million and .a-half dol- 
lars when it took over the Central Trac- 
tion Co. The Central Traction Co] had 
no railway. It merely had acquired the 
right from the city legislators to oper- 
ate one if it built it. 

“The United Railways Co. bought 
these rights from the Central Traction 
Co. for a million and a half dollars, not 
because it wished to take advantage of 
them, but because it did not want either 
itself or anyone else to take advantage 
of them. 

“The best right that the Central Trac- 
tion Co. had was the one to operate an 
east and west line on Wyoming street, 
connecting with Broaflway and running 
downtown. 

‘The line assuredly could have been 
operated at a good profit. It was to 
traverse a territory very rich for street 
railway traffic. It would have been 
and still would be the only east and 
west line in South St. Louis. Persons 
who live in the south and west part of 
the city cannot ride directly to Broad- 
way. They must come all the way down- 
town and then tack back south to 
wherever they wish to go on Broadway.

a great paying proposition. The United 
Railways people must have thought so, 
too, else why did they pay $1,500,000 for 
the mere right to build and operate it? 
But after they’ had bought the right, 
they never used it. The $1,500,000 evap- 
orated when the franchise time limit 
expired. 

Wyoming street is still a good place 
to lay an east and west line that will 
relieve the other lines in south St. 
Louis of congestion and will be a trans- 
fer feeder for all the South St. Louis 
lines. It would be a cross town line 
that would serve a great purpose. 

Almost the entire length of the 
street runs due east and west. It 
begins at 3200 South Broadway and the 
first few blocks of the street are 
slightly crooked. But at Ninth . street 
the straight shoot west starts. 

, ‘Wyoming runs from Ninth street on 
a dead line west to Gustine avenue at 
3900 west. Here there is a curve in the 
street of only half a block and then it 
proceeds straight west again to the 
»Morganferd road, which is 4300 west. At 
Morganford road there is a turn of two 
blocks to Fyler avenue and then Fyler 
avenue or some such other thoroughfare 
could continue the Wyoming street line 
straight west to the city limits or the 
River des Perea. 

‘‘Not to mention the traffic which the 
line would. have on its eastern half, it 
would also tap the immense territory 
between King’s highway and Grand av- 
enue and the Gravois road, which is now 
left to do as best it can.” 

Conditions at Car Barna. 

With reference to Baumhof?f’s state- 
ment that 1000 cars are idle in the 
various sheds, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter visited several of the car 
barns yesterday afternoon and last 
evening. 

Between 5 and 6:30 p. m., there 
were 39 cars in good condition stand- 
ing in the sheds at Fairfax and New- 
stead avenues; between 5:30 and 6:45 
there were 19 ordinary closed cars 
and three trailers in the De Baliviere 
avenue sheds in addition to eight 
open (summer) cars, seven closed 
cars that appeared to be pretty much 
the worse for wear and 22 broken- 
down summer cars. It was stated at 
this barn that several old summer 
cars had been made into closed cars 
and are in daily use on the Wellton, 
Sarah and Vandeventer lines. 

At the Park avenue sheds, which 
at turning-in time shortly after 7 p. 
h., was filled with cars, a’ man in 
charge, who said his name was Camp- 
bell, referred the questioner to Capt. 
McCulloch after stating that, so far 
as he knew, all available cars at the 
barn are used every day with the 
exception of a few kept on hand for 
an emergency change in schedule.

Companies, Tells of Deal. 


SANKER GOT MONEY BACK 


festifies About Refund in Trial 


of Prorhoters for Use of 
Mail to Defraud. 


Francis H. Ross, a New York in- 
tarance man who subscribed for $16,- 
#90 of stock in the twin insurance 
sompanies promoted by Former Con- 
gressman Harry M. Coudrey and 
Harry B. Gardner, who are on trial 
in the United States Court charged 
with the use of the mail to defraud, 


yesterday testified that Gardner re- 
fused books and papers to the direc- 
torate of the International Fire In- 
jurance Co. at a meeting held June 
3, 1910. 

Judge Dyer, earlier in the day, 
told the jurors that any of them who 
aad heard persons discussing the 
gase in the corridors should have re- 
yorted the fact to him. He pointed 
his finger at the jury ‘box and de- 
clared that if he could learn the 
names of persons, who, he was told, 
had talked in the hearing of jurors, he 
would send them to jail for contempt. 

Thomas J. Sutton, a banker of Pal- 
myra, Mo., was the first witness to 
appear who admitted getting his 
stock subscription money back. Sut- 
ton testified that a stock salesman 
had misrepresented things to him; 
that he took the matter up with 
Harry B. Gardner and that his money 
was refunded. 

Came in to Investigate. 

Ross, the New York agent, testi- 
fied that he paid $3750 on his sub- 
scription and gave notes for a total 
of $15,000. In return he was to get 
the agency for the State of New 
York. His negotiations were carried 
on through Congressman Coudrey in 
November, 1909. In May, 1910, he 
said, he was appointed a director of 
the International company. 

He received a notice, he testified, 
that a board of directors meeting 
would be held on June 9, and came to 
St. Louis to see how things were 
getting on. On his arrival, he said, 
he met Gardner, who informed him 
the election in May was illegal and 
he could not sit as a director. He 
said Gardner told him he was the 
whole thing and he would pass on 
who should sit in the meetings, 

Ross said he appeared at the meet- 
ing, was invited by Gardner to leave, 

‘but stayed to see what was going on. 

He said when a motion to transact 
new business was made his name was 
placed in nomination for the posi- 
tion of director left vacant by the 
resignation of Coudrey. He said 
Gardner objected, declaring he had 
placed $250,000 of stock in Alabama 
under the understanding that a place 
on the board would be given to the 
Alabama subscribers. . He said the di- 
rectors elected him despite Gariner’s 
protest and he pulled up a chair and 
began to ask questions. He said 
Gardner read a report saying $1,400,- 
000 of International stock had been 
sold, but when he asked to see the 
papers proving the statement, Gard- 
ner picked up his minute book, pap- 
ers and other memoranda and stalked 
from the board room. 

* Agency for Alabama. 

Ross declared that he stayed in the 
directors’ room after an argument 
between directors, and after Gardner 
said he could stay if he would “keep 
his head shut.” Ross attempted, at 
one stage of his cross-examination, 
to tell what Harry M. Coudrey told

Car} H. Sheals and M. J. Dillard both 
testified that each had been led to be- 
lieve that he would have’ an ‘exclusive 
agency for the International company 
in Alabama. Sheals said he was en- 
gaged as agent by Coudrey in 1909, and 
in order to get the agency was re- 
quired to purchase $000 of stock, pay- 
ing for it $1250 in cash and $3750 in notes. 
Later, according to testimony, Gardner 


lard to buy $3000 of stock with the un- 
derstanding that he was to be named 
State agent with exclusive rights. 

Not Entered on Books. 

Dillard said he paid $1250 in cash and 
gave $1750 of notes for his stock. He 
said after the receiver was appointed 
Gardner gave him his notes back. The 
Judge was surprised at the testimony 
and inquired why Gardner had not 
turned them over to the receiver. The 
witness reped that he did not know, 
but that Gardner explained the notes 
had not been entered on the company’s 
books. 

Charles C. Evans, secretary of the 
Sedalia Trust Co., said Gardner vis- 
ited him in May, 1909, and induced 
him to subscirbe for 200 shares of 
stock. He was made a trustee and a 
director and it was understood he 
was to receive a commission on all 
stock sold in his territory and that 
his bank was to be a depository of 
the companies. He admitted that 
after canceling his holdings he had 
signed a petition for a receivership 
of the companies, although he was 
not at that time a stockholder. 

Banker Is a Witness. 

William E. Walton, president of 
the Walton Trust Co. of Butler, Mo., 
‘to having purchased 100 
shares at $25 a share, the full value, 
and later, having heard that some 
persons got their stock at $12.50, he 
protested. He said when he con- 
cluded he was going to lose his 
money, he spoke to Gardner about it 
and the latter offered to take up the 
stock if he would buy a deed of trust 
for $17,000 on 600 acres of land in 
Barton County.

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20 IMPORTANT NEW 
LAWS ENACTED BY 
STATE ASSEMBLY 


Most Active Session of Legisla- 
ture on Record Passes 
300 Bills.

FERSON CITY, March 22.—The 
Forty-seventh General Assembly; 
which concluded its legislative la- 


bors today, but on account of the en- 
rollment of bills will not formally 
adjourn until noon Monday, has ¢s- 
tablished a record of law-making un- 
equaled in the history of this State. 

It has passed more than 300 bills, 
many of them sweeping in charater 
and depending for success on their 
practical operation. 

“yhrough the State Public Utilities 
Commission, Gov. Major’s administra- 
tion is entrusted with supervision of 
public service corporations whose to- 
tal capitalization is nearly a billion 
dollars. 

Two Pledges Unredeemed. 

The’ Democratic platform pledges 
were redeemed with two exceptions. 
The preferential presidential primary 
bill and that relating to compen- 
sation for injured workingmen failed 
of passn.ge. 

The primary bill can be passed at 
the session two years hence in time 
for the next Presidential election. 

A commission of five Senators has 
been appointed to make further in- 
vestigation of the advisability of 
adopting a workmen's compensation 
act with instructions to report to the 
Forty-eight General Assembly. 

With a majority of 101 on joint 
ballot the Democratic members had 
things their own way. Efforts at 
progressive legislation included the 
adoption of the proposed Federal 
amendment to elect Senators by di- 
rect vote of the people. 

The Municipal Courts bill for St. 
Louis died for lack of support from its 
St. Louis friends. Members of the 
Judiciary Committee of the St. Louis 
Association were divided as to the 
bill’s merits, and the country legis- 
lators refused to interest themselves 
in it. 

Here are the 20 most important meas- 
ures passed by the Missouri Legislature: 

Creating of a State Public Utilitles 
Commission to regulate the rates and 
service of steam and street railroads, 
telegraph and telephone companies, 
and all the other public utiilties in 
this State. Law becomes effective 
April 1. Commission is to consist of 
five members at a salary of $5500 a 
year each, secretary at $3600, and 
eounsel at $4500. Authorization is 
made for the employment of such en- 
gineers, accountants and clerks as 
may be necessary for the work of the 
Commission, but its total expendi- 
tures for two years are limited to 
$221,000. The general headquarters 
of the Commission will be in Jeffer- 
son City. 

St. Louis home rule providing for 
bi-partisan boards of Police and Ex- 
cise Commissioners to be appointed 
by the mayor, subject to removal by 
the Mayor or Governor at pleasure. 

Non-partisan circuit judiciary for 
St. Louis, providing that not more 
than half of the judges shall belong 
to any one political party. 

St, Louis Primary Law. 

Municipal primary election law for 
St. Louis combining the salient feat- 
ures of the State primary and gen- 
eral election laws and fixing drastic 
penalties for violation,

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from the Democratic home rule 


The caucus action meant victory in 
the Post-Dispatch’s fight for home 
rule for St. Louis properly safe- 
guarded. The Post-Dispatch de- 
manded at the outset that the Busi- 
ness Men’s League bills be so amend- 
ed as to give the Governor the power 
of removal as a wheck. This was in- 
corporated in the bills. 


The Post-Dispatch also demanded 
that the Police home rule bill be 
amended as to give this city power 
to fix the number and pay of all 
ranks of policemen. The vital point 
of home rule had been omitted from 
the bills, which if passed in their 
original form would have left this 
power in the hands of the State, with 
penal provisions for members of the 
Municipal Assembly daring to oppose 
the grant allowed by the State. The 
suggestion to drop the subject of 
Home Rule legislation, pending some 
future vote by the people, was op- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch on the 
ground that the Democratic State ad- 
ministration was elected on a plat- 
form definitely pledging home rule. 
Gov. Major, in an interview with the 
Post-Dispatch, took the same’ view. 


It was only through the active ef- 
forts of the Post-Dispatch that the 
police salary grab bill, which would 
have increased the payroll $225,000 
before the Home Rule bill became 
operative was defeated. 

Another police bill, doubling the 
present number of sergeants and in- 
creasing the patrolman by 50, and 
which was defeated, called for an 
outlay of $230,000 a year. 





At the insistence of the Post-Dis- 
patch, the Senate Committee on 
Municipal Corporation cut this pro- 
posed grab $190,000 by amending the 
bill so as to provide that the 35 spec- 
ial officers now Acting as detectives 
in the Police Department be raised 
to the rank of detective sergeants. 

At the opening of the Legislature 
various bills proposing a new muni- 
cipal primary law for St. Louis were 
introduced. Only a short time re- 
mained for. the enactment of a prim- 
ary statute so as to make it effec- 
tive for the mayoralty election.

this legislation the Post-Dispatch 
urged the passage of a primary 
statute along the lines of the State 
primary law, with such additions as 
it was practicable to make from the 
general election laws. 

The joint Election Committee of 
the House and Senate acted on the 
Post-Dispatch’s suggestion and 
framed a substitute for all the pri- 
mary bills submitted. Violation) was 
made a felony punishable by a term 
of from 2 to & years in the peniten- 
tiary. The other bills had made the 
offense a misdemeanor. 

Five days after the Governor signed 
the primary bill, the Post-Dispatch 
discovered that the felony clause 
had been omitted and instead there 
appeared the misdemeanor section 
which had not been adopted by the 
Legislature. 

Records of the House and Senate 
showed the felony provision had been 
adopted. On the information sup- 
plied by the Post-Dispatch both 
houses started an immediate inves- 
tigation of the primary law mystery. 
It was found that the mix-up on 
the penalty clause, which would 
have invalidated the whole law, was 
due to a blunder by the clerical 
force. 

The Post-Dispatch for years has ad- 
vocated the enactment of a law pro- 
viding for non-partisan circuit judi- 
ciary in St, Louis to remove the Cir- 
cuit Judges from politics. This great 
reform is now assured as the result 
of favorable action by the Legis- 
lature on the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Kinney of St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch exposed the ex- 
tortions practiced by fire insurance 
agents under the Oliver rating law, 
and demanded the repeal of this law. 
It supported the Orr bills, which re- 
peal the Oliver law and place the in- 
surance companies under the anti- 
trust law, forbidding them to com- 
bine to fix rates. A large and vig- 
orous lobby worked to kill the Orr 
bills, and their victory in the Sen- 
ate Friday, after the House had 
passed them, is attributed by Wil- 
liam A. Haller, leader of the fight 
in St. Louis, to the Post-Dispatch.

COMMENDED FOR 
INSURANCE FIGHT 


Without Newspaper’s Support, 
W. A. Haller. Says, Orr Bills 
Would Have Failed. 


Full credit was given to the Post-Dis- 
match yesterday by William A. ‘Haller, 
secretary of the Associated Merchants 
and Manufacturers of Missouri, for the 
passage of the Orr insurance bills in 
the Legislature at Jefferson City. With- 
cut the Post-Dispatch’s support, he de- 
clared, the Orr bill could not have been 
passed. 

As was told in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 
ratch, the Orr bills repealed the Oliver 
rating bill, under which fire insurance 
companies had established -extortionate 
rates, and placed all fire insurance com- 
panies under the anti-trust laws, thus 
prohibiting them from combining ‘to fix 
rates. 

These. bills were fought by the most 
powerful and energetic lobby which Jef- 
ferson City has seen since the passage 
of the St. Louis street railway: consolida- 
tion in 1899. The lobby kept up its 
fight until the Senate passed the Orr 
bills, which had originated in the House, 
at midnight Friday. Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Painter was instrumental in de- 
feating a lobby conspiracy to kill the 
bills by delaying their consideration on 
the Senate calendar. There was a com- 
bination between the insurance lobby 
and the police salary lobby, and both 
met defeat within the last two days. 


Affidavit Aided Fight. 
The organization of - which Haller is 


sercretary was formed to work for the 
repeal of the Oliver insurance rating 
law. Haller said that, next to the 
Post-Dispatch’s attituda, he believed 
that the fight had been won through 
an affidavit signed by Haller and four 
others. This affidavit told. of remarks 
made by two prominent St. Louis insur- 
ance men, George D..Markham and Sam 
D. Capen, before a special committee of 
the Merchants’ Exchange March 13. 
Capen was the author of the Oliver 
rating bill. , 

“Copies of the affidavit,” said Haller, 
“were taken to Jefferson City and 
shown to members of the Senate ani 
House of Representatives at the crit- 
ical moment when this was the one 
thing needed to bear out the Post-Dis- 
patch’s fearless declaration that the 
repeal of the Oliver law was being op- 
posed .by a lobby of insurance agents.”’ - 
The affidavit quotes Markham as say- 
ing at the Merchants’ Exchange meet- 
ing that “the insurance companies had 
found St. Louis to be a gold mine in the’ 
last 10 years.”” Markham also was quot- 
ed as saying that, after the passage of 
the Oliver law, the Missouri Actuarial 
Bureau promulgated certain schedules 
of rates which were submitted te the 
State Superintendent of Insurance. 
These rates, Markham was quoted as 
saying, were purposely made higher 
than the rates previously existing, in- 
asmuch as it was  0believed. that 
the Superintendent of Insurance 
would order fhe rates reduced, but 
as a matter of fact, the Superintendent 
of Insurance had never passed on the 
schedule of rates furnished by the Ac- 
tuarial Bureau, and had never ordered 
them reduced, and the insurance agent 
had put the rates,in force and main- 
tained them. Markham also was quot- 
ed as saying that the Oliver law was 
placed on the statute books at. the in- 
stance of the insurance agents of the 
State, and not of the companies dv- 
ing business in the State. 

Capen Author of Bill. 

Capen, in the affidavit, was quoted as 
admitting authorship.of the Oliver law. 
He is president of the. Insurance Agents 
of Missouri. The affidavit said Capen 
at first said he was author of the pro- 
posed ‘substitute. for the Oliver law, 
which retained many of that Dill’s ob- 
jectionable features, but that later in 
the meeting he denied he was author of 
the substitute.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 22.— 
Reiterating his charge that Henry L 
Wilson, American Ambassador to 
Mexico, knew beforehand that Presi- 
dent Madero. was to be killed Col 
Alcalde said today: 

“TIT want to carry the truth into the 
United States and I have taken pre- 
caution to have the documentary 
proof at the proper time. I should 
like nothing better than to be called 
to Washington and tell what I know 
about’ conditions in = Wi City that 
led to the overthrow of the Madero 
government. 

“Before leaving the wives of Presi- 
dent Madero and Vice-President 
Suarez I made them give me their 
solemn promise to write me every- 
thing that transpired before the time 
of the assassinations, and I am mo- 
mentarily expecting letters from them 
to substantiate me. 

“As I said, it was about 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon that I left the two 
women in front of the American Em- 
bassy. 

“The President and Vice-President 
were killed in the Palace about 8 
o’clock. It was sometime between 10 
and 12 o’clock the same night that 
their bodies were put into the auto- 
mobile and fired upon on the journey 
to the penitentiary.” 

Col. Alcalde sees no hope for per- 
manent peace in Mexico under Huerta 
and as for intervention, he says:

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4000 MINERS IN 
- WEST VIRGINIA TO 
RETURN TO WORK 


President White Announces Set- 
tlement in thesPoint Creek 
District. 


By Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 22.—John 
P. White, international president of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, announced tonight that a basis 
of settlement satisfactory to the 
miners has been reached with the 
representatives of the Paint Creek 
Colleries Co., whose miners in West 
Virginia have been on atrike 10 
months, 

There are nearly 10,000 men on 
strike in the West Virginia fields 
and the expected settlement affects 
about 4000 of them, according to 
White. The strike of the miners of 
the Cabin Creek Consolidated Coal 
Mining Co. continues. 

At a conference here with T. J. Fos- 
ter of Scranton, Pa., whois identi- 
fied with the Paint Creek companies. 
White was assured the company wanted 
a settlement and the two soon agreed 
on @ basis. 

White said the company would grant 
the miners’ main demand, the right 
to organize. This would carry with it 
semi-monthly pay, check weighmen and 
payment for a ton of 2000 pounds. 

White will return to West Virginia 
Monday and will likely call on Gov. 
Hatfield. 

In a few days officials representing 
both interests will meet and formulate 
the details of settlement.

TAKES FIGHT FOR 
FIRE ESCAPES 10 
SUPREME COURT 


Douglas W. Robert, Attorney, 
Asks for Writ to. Force 
School Board to Act. 


A new effort to compel the Board of 
E“ucation to put fire escapes on non- 
fireproof school buildings was begun 
yesterday by Douglas W. Robert, a Bt. 
Louis lawyer, who filed in the Supreme 
Court at Jefferson City a petition for 
a writ of mandamus against the board. 

Robert’s action is independent of the 
prosecution now pending against the 
board’s members in the Court of Crim- 


inal Correction, which resulted from the 
demand of the Post-Dispatch that the 
law be enforced against the board as 
against private property owners. 

Robert,. who returned to St. Louis last 
night, expects to return for a hearing 
of the matter Thursday or Friday, as 
Judge Henry Lamm told him the court 
would take it up at that time, 


Doesn’t Seek Punishment. 

His reason for asking «tne write, he 
explained, was that he did not consider 
prosecution an adequate remedy... The 
Board’s members might pay a fine, he 
said, and still leave the schoo) build- 
ings in their present condition. What 
he desires is not to punish the Board, 
but to get the fire escapes put up. He 
paid he was acting on his own initia- 
ave. >, 

“The School Board,”’ said Robert, ‘‘as- 
sumes that, because it is established by 
law, it is above or beyond the law. A 


plea. St. Malachy’s parish school, which 
is owned by a church, must have fire 
escapes. Shall the Stoddard School a 
few blocks away, be exempt, because it 
is controlled by the city’s School 
Board?’ 

Sets Forth Board’s Duties, 

Robert’s petition sets forth in legal 
detail the duties and powers of the 
Board of Education, and the fire escape 
law, providing that schoolhouses three 
stories high, and Of non-fireproof con- 
etruction, must be provided with sta- 
tionary stair fire escapes attached to 
the exterior of the building. 

He then tells of the position and 
powers of the city Building Commis- 
sioner, and gives:‘a copy of the notice 
which Building Commissioner Mc 
Kelvey served on the members of the 
Board of Education Nov. 20 last. 

This notice stated that McKelvey 
had inspected ten three-story schoo’ 
buildings, of non-fireproof construc- 
tion, with more than 50 pupils above 
the second floor, and had found that 
no stationary fire escape was provid- 
ed. He notified the board, and its 
members individually, to provide the 
fire escapes, and to notify him of 
their intenelon to do so. 

The buildings which McKelvey 
named were the Stoddard, Lucas and 
Ewing avenues; Lincoln, 2221 Eu- 
genia street; Dozier, Goodfellow and 
Maple avenues; Carr Lane, Twenty- 
third and Carr streets: L.Ouverture, 
2612 Papin street; Divoll, 2920 Dayton 
street; Dumas, Fifteenth and Walnut 
streets; Douglas, Eleventh and How- 
ard streets; Henry Ames, Fourteenth 
and Hebert streets; and Blair, 2207 
Rauschenbach avenue. 


Refused to Comply. 


In response to this notice, Robert's pe- 
tition states, the board refused to com- 
ply with the Building Commissioner's 
directions. Robert states that he has re- 
quested the board to comply with the 
Building Cemmissioner’s directions, but 
that the board has refused. 

Although the statutes provide that a 
violation of the fire escape law shall be 
punished by payment of a fine, Robert 
States, such action is not an adequate 
remedy, as fines may be paid, or appeals 
taken, without compliance with the law. 

Therefore, Robert asks that a writ of 
mandamus be issued against the indl- 
vidual members of the board, Supt. 
Blewett and H. C. Toensfeldt, Commis- 
sioner of School Buildings, commanding 
them to provide the buildings with sta- 
tionary fire escapes attached to the ex- 
terior of the bulldings. 

Failure to comply with such a com- 
mand would be punishable as contempt 
of the Supreme Court.

& St. Louis for an extension to Kansas

Demand Made Upon Mayor. 


One of his first acts as chairman of 
the Republican organization was to call 
a meeting of committeemen and newly 
elected city officials at his home.

' The number of employes of the 
Street Department varies from 1500 to 
2200, and the minimum monthly. payroll 
is $96,000. The Water Department em- 
ploys an average of 750 persons, and 
the payroll runs from $50,000 to $56,000 
a month. The stake for which the poli- 
ticlans were playing was control of 220 
to 3000 jobs, with a monthly payroll in 
excess of $150,000. 

This demand was refused by the Mayor 
on the ground that it was unwise for 
the chief executive of the city to agree, 
or enter into any agreement, to reap- 
point any official so long in advance of 
the expiration of his term of office. The 
result of the Mayor’s refusal of the de- 
mand was an immediate declaration of 
war upon his administration by the Kiel 
faction of the Republican City Com- 
mnittee. 

The fight has been kept up continu- 
ously in the four years of the Kreis- 
mann administration. The power of 
the party organization as far as it 
could be controlled by Kiel and his as- 
sociates was used to influence members 
of the Council to withhold confirmation 
of the Mayor’s appointments, and to at- 
tack in the Municipal Assembly every 
important measure fathered by the ad- 
ministration. 

Kiel-Men Fought. Travilla. 

Some Councilmen elected in 1911 have 
let it be known that they were nomi- 
nated with the understanding with the 
Kiel faction of the Committee that they 
would withhold their approval of the 
Mayor’s appointees until he came to 
terms with the party organization in 
the matter of distribution of the city 
jobs. 


manded in 1909 a tacit or explicit pledge 
from the Mayor to reappoint Street 
Commissioner Travilla, here is what ac- 
ually happened, when the Mayor, 
1911, reappointed Travilla on his good 
record in the office and sent his name 
to the Council for confirmation. The 
Republican Councilman nominated and 
elected by the Kiel faction of the city 
organization, in April, 1911, voted 
solidly against his confirmation. 
It was necessary for the Mayor, 
in his fight to retain an_e efficient 
Street Commissioner, to send in the 
name of another man who refused to 
qualify after he had been confirmed. He 
then sent Travilla’s name a second time 
to the Council, and public sentiment in 
the meantime had become so aroused 
that the Councilmen were compelled to 
vote for his confirmation. 

But Adkins, whose reappointment had 
been demanded two years in advance of 
the expiration of his term, resigned aft- 
ér an investigation by other city offi- 
cials had revealed irregularities in his 
office. Virtually all the Mayor’s mid- 
term appointments were held up by the 
Council as a part of the plan to force

i the Mayor to yield to the demand of the 


party leaders for jobs for the “workers.” 

The Republican municipai platform of 
1908 pledged the party to use its power 
and influence to frame and adopt a new 
city charter. Its candidates were efect- 
ed on this platform. Kiel had been ‘in- 
strumental in having his business part- 
ner, John Schmoll, now chairman of the 
Republican City Committee, made 
member of the Board of Freeholders, 
which was elected in April, 1909, to 
write the charter. 3 

But when the charter was submitted 
to the voters in January, 1911, Kiel and 
his associates in the City Committee 
fought it openly, because, for one rea- 
son, it placed all city employes, ex- 
cept the heads of departments, under 
civil service, and removed these appoint- 
ments from the control of political or- 
ganizations. Kiel and his associates 
brought such pressure to bear upon 
Schmoll, who was then a member of 
the City Committee from the Thirteenth 
Ward, that he repudiated the charter 
he had helped to write cnd openly 
worked to cause its defeat. 

Virtually every free bridge measure 
advocated by the administration, espe- 
Clally in the last two years, was fought 
by the Kiel faction of the City Com- 
mittee through members of the Council 
and House of Delegates controlled by 
the committeemen. 

A bond issue of $2,750,000 to complete 
the free bridge was submitted three 
times to a vote of the people during the 
Kreismann administration. The original 
bond issue of $3,500,000 was exhausted in 
building piers, the bridge superstructure, 
jor purchasing lands for approaches. 
The bridge could not be completed until 
additional bonds were authorized by the 
people. 





Opposed Bond Isaaue. 

The Kiel faction of the Committee op- 
posed the bond issue when it first was 
submitted. It was defeated. It was sub- 
mitted again in August, 1912. The free 
bridge committee of the Associated Re- 
tallers paid to each member of the Re- 
publican and Democratic City Commit- 
tees $10 a precinct to be used in getting 
to the polls voters known to be friendly 
to the bond issue. Kiel’s share of this 
fund, as shown by the sworn statement 
of the chairman of the Retailers’ Com- 
mittee, was $95. 

The bond issue again was defeated, 
despite the support of the party organ- 
izations. Had it carried, the greater 
part of the money would have been used 
to build what is known as the Reber 
East Side approach. Soon after this 
election the faction of the party with 
Which Kiel was identified caused the 
Republican City Committee to adopt 
a resolution condemning the Reber ap- 
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While Kiel and his friends had de-{ 





surveyed by Frank H. Gerhart. The 
avowed purpose on the part of Kiel and 
his friends in taking up the portheast 
@yproach was to appropriate the issues 
cf the Progressive party, which then 
was planning to bring Gerhart out for 
Mayor. 

The party organization fight against 
{ne administration became so bitter at 
cne time that the Mayor decided to get 
control of the committee to stop it. By 
retaliatory measures upon Kiel and his 
associates, the Mayor got a majority 
of the committeemen to take his side of 
the fight.

When the committee last was organ- 
ized by the election of Kiel’s business 
partner, Schmoll as chairman, the final 
demand for appointments was made on 
the Mayor. It was represented to him 
that if he would appoint Fred W. 
Priesemeyer to an important position in 
the street department no fight would 
be made upon’ any committeeman he 
might designate as chairman. This 
proposition was rejected and Schmoll 
was elected. The following day Pries- 
meyer Was appointed to a place in the 
office of Collector Edmond Koeln, at 
that time a member of the city commit- 
tee and one of the, leaders of the Kiel- 
Schmol-Stifel faction. 

Priesmeyer was formerly a member of 
the House of Delegates He was in- 
dicted jointly with Delegate Fred War- 
ner on a Charge of bribery in connection 
with the Ascher garage bill, but was ac- 
quitted. 

Kiel First for Roosevelt. 

Soon after Kiel was ousted as chair- 
man of the committee he and his friends

THE DOUBLE CURE TIRE 


‘‘The double-cured tire, which includes 
the wrapped-tread process, has been 
found to give the lowest cost per mile,’’ 
says John A. Moroney, local manager 
of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co. 
The ultimate economy of the double- 
cure comes about in this manner: 

“The tread of a tire is much thicker 
of course than the side walls. On this 
account a single curing cannot vulcan- 
ize the entire tire alike. But in the 
double-cure process the casing is par- 
tially cured before the tread is added. 
Then the complete tire gets a second 
curing. 

“‘Where the tire gets only one cure and 
the thick part and the thin part get the 
same heat treatment there is likely to 
occur elther an overcured or an under- 
cured tire. Although it costs more to 
double-cure a tire than to cure it as a 
unit, yet our tests show that this meth- 
od is well worth the extra cost.” 


TRAFFIC CENSUS ON ROADS 


Recognition of the fact that more in- 
formation is needed in determining the 
proper type of construction for any 
given section of road, the National 
Goorf Roads Board of the American 
Automobile Association is convinced 
that ‘proper steps should be taken in 
every State in the Union to gather 
such data as will show the number, 
character and approximate weights of 
vehicles passing over the _ principal 
roads. 

The failure of many roads to stand 
up under the traffic is due, not as 
many persons suppose to inferior ma- 
terlals and workmanship, but to the 
lack of preliminary information as to 
the traffic the road was expected to 
stand. Consequently, roads have been 
built which would have lasted for years 
under other travél conditions; now they 
are ruins, due to the absence of data 
which the engineering profession in any 
other branch of their work would have 
considered essential.

TERMINAL APPEAL 
FOR RANKEN TRAGI 


He Says He Did So at Instance 
of Supply Company’s Board 
of Directors. 


The question of Henry W. Kiel’s at- 
titude- toward the Ranken tract legis- 


lation desired by the Terminal Associa- 
tion, was raised yesterday as an issue 
in the city campaign, by Congressman 
W. L. Igoe, recently a member of the 
House of Delegates. 

Dr. John H. Simon, Democratic nomi- 
nee for Mayor, declared two days ago, 
in an interview in the Post-Dispatch, 
that he approved of the Assembly's 
action three years ago in refusing to 
pass the Ranken tract legislation. He 
added that he would favor the with- 
holding of any legislation favorable to 
the Terminal until the bridge arbitrary 
shall be abolished. He called on other 
candidates to state their position on 
the same matter. 

Kiel, in his personal platform, which 
was announced immediately after the 
primary, declared that, if elected 
Mayor, he would use every legal power 
of the city government to destroy the 
arbitrary. 


Igoe Produces Letter. 
Congressman Igoe yesterday ’ obtained 


from the records of the House of Dele- 
gates a letter written in February, 1910, 
favoring the passage of the Ranken 
tract bill, and signed by Kiel, as secre- 
tary of the — & Supply Co. 
of St. Louis. 

This letter, Igoe picssvatt was one of 
a number written in the effort to dis- 
suade members of the Assembly from 
their fight to abolish the bridge arbitrary 
on coal. They demanded abolition of 
the arbitrary as the condition on which 
they would pass the Ranken tract Dill, 
vacating streets and alleys for the 
benefit of the Terminal. 

Letter Signed by Kiel. . 

Following is the letter signed by Kiel, 
in the Ranken tract matter, as taken 
by former Delegates (now Congressman) 
Igoe from the records of the House of 
Delegates:

Gentlemen: As a citizen materially 
interested in the growth and prosper- 
ity of the city, and a shipper and re- 
ceiver of freight aggregating approx- 
imately 9000 tons annually, we do 
heartily and emphatically indorse the 
arguments made by the Committee 
of Shippers before the railroad com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates on 

Feb. 2, in support of the object of 

House Bill No. 391, and we respect- 

fully pray that prompt and favor- 

able action may be taken thereon, to 
the end that our terminal facilities 
may be adequately extended, and 
that, as a market, St. Louis may re- 
tain and increase the volume of busi- 
ness through this gateway. 
Yours truly, 
The Contracting & Supply Co. of St. L. 
HENRY W. KIEL, Secy. 

The letter was a printed form, and 
was identical in wording with others 
received by the Assembly. The words 
left blank in the form, and supplied by 
Kiel in signing it, were the date, the 
number of tons shipped annually, and 
the word “we” in two places. The 
company’s name was signed with a rub- 
ber stamp, but Kiel’s signature was 
made with a pen. 

Arbitrary Was the Issue. 

The direct issue in the fight against 
the Terminal bills was.the bridge arbi- 
trary on coal. The members. .of the 
House of Delegates and Council who 
upposed the bill as it was originally pre- 
sented, represented to the Terminal 
Railroad Association that they would 
support it if the Terminal would agree 
to abolish the coal arbitrary. 

This the Terminal refused to do. The 
Terminal had leased the Ranken tract 
tor 99 years with the intention of bufld- 
ing additional tracks for the handling 
of St. Louis freight. 

It offered to pay the city $1,000,000 for 
the vacation of the streets and alleys, 
build a station in North St. Louis and 
grant other valuable concessions, but 
refused to yleld an inch on'the matter 
of abolishing the arbitrary. 


Igoe Aided to Beat Bills. 

Congressman Igoe then was one of 
the members of the Railroads Commit- 
tee of the House of Delegates, which 
had the bills under consideration. The 
committee reported the bills favorably. 
but Igoe made a minority report, and 
succeeded in defeating the bills in the 
House. 

Had the bills been passed, as originally 
prepared, the Terminal would have been 
able to defy the city in all of its ef- 
forts to get the arbitrary abolished. In 
@ speech at Grand avenue and Dodier 
street last night, Igoe discussed the Kiel 
petition, and asserted that when he’ and 
the members of the House of Delegates 
who agreed with him were exerting all 
their influence to abolish the arbitrary, 
Kiel was on the other side. At the time 
Kiel signed the petition he was chairman 
of the Republican City Committee.

GRADUATED TAX ON 
INCOMES FAVORED 


Democrats in House Disagree 
on Terms of Bill and Will 


Thresh It Out in Caucus. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Differences 
among the Democrats regarding the 
form of the fncomeé tax will be threshed 
out at the coming Democratic caucus 
of the House. The sub-Ways and Means 
Committee, considering the income tax 
and the administrative sections, spent 
most of today going over details, but 
reached no conclusion as to either the 


jrate or the‘ extent of the exemptian of 


incomes. 

Some of the Democrats insist that 
there must be a graduated income tax 
and not a straight tax. 

Representative Gardner of Texas is 
one of those who will fight for the 
cause of the graduated form of the tax 
if the majority should agree upon a 
straight tax, without attempting to grad- 
uate it so as to make the greater per- 
centage of burden rest upon the richer 
classes. Gardner is a veteran member 
of the House, but one of the new mem- 
bers of the Ways and Mgans Committee, 
recently selected at the- Democratic 
caucus. 

He stated tonight he believed 75 per 
cent of the members of Congress, in- 
cluding some of the leading members, 
favored a graduated tax. and that if 
the straight tax is agreed upon, he 
would fight for the graduated plan at 
the caucus. 

His idea is on this basis of graduation 
of the tax: 

One-half of 1 per cent on incomes be- 
tween $2600 and $10,000. 


One per cent on incomes from $10,000) 


to $25,000 

One and one-half per cent on incomes 
between $25,000 and $50,000 

Two, per cent between $50,000 and $100,- 
000, and 4 per cent on all incomes above 
$100,000.

WILSON TO WORK FOR _ 
ADVANCE IN ORIENT 


Discusses China With Callers 
and Further Pronouncement 


May Be Issued Soon, 

WASHINGTON, March 23.,—Presi- 
dent Wilson today talked about China 
with callers, among them George 
Bronson Rea, confidential secretary 
of the Railway Commission empower- 
ed by the Chinese provisional gov- 
ernment, to construct 10,000 miles of 
— railways in China. 

Rea explained it was desirable to 
know how far the United States 
would go in protecting “henorable 
contracts between American business 
men and the Chinese Government.” 

The President promised to study the 
question carefully. Rea said he knew 
the action of President Wilson had 
met with approval in China. 

Willson indicated there was no in- 
tentfon of withdrawing the influence 
for protection which this Government 
has exerted in respect of China, and 
that the Wilson administration would 
make a vigorous effort to. promote 
American trade. interests in the Orient 
was the-.impression gathered by 
callers. 

That a pronouncement might soon 
be made by President Wilson setting 
forth the hopes of this Government 
for a share in the trade and com- 
merce of the new republic, through 
what it believes more ligitimate 
means, is hinted at in official cirales 

Of especial significance at this 
time, is the definite statement that 
President Wilson earnestly is seek- 
ing John R. Mott, a prominent Inter- 
national secretary of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, to take 
the post of Minister to China.

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SIMON SAYS CITY 
HAS HOORWORM, 
AND HE'LL GURE IT 


Democratic Mayoralty Candi- 
date Says He Would Shake 
Up St. Louis. 





With the municipal election Httle more 
than a week distant, the candidates for 
Mayor and other offices put in a busy 
campaign of speechmaking last night. 
Meetings were held in various parts of 
the city and the candidates addressed 
large crowds. From three to six speeches 


were made by the different office seek- 
ers. Almost every ward in the city 
had a rally and in some wards clubs 
representing each party held meetings. 


SIMON WOULD 
“SHAKE UP” CITY 


Says St. Louis Is Afflicted With 
Hookworm—Speaks in 
His Own Ward. 


Dr. John H. Simon, Democratic can- 
didate for Mayor, addressed two meet- 
ings in his home ward, the Twenty- 
Fourth, last night. The first was at 
23 Clayton avenue, only a few blocks 
from his residence, and the other at 
4800 South King’s highway. His speeches 
at these meetings were more in the 
nature of friendly conversations with 
neighbors, rather than political talks. 
At Barry’s Hall, Grand avenue and 
Dodier street, Simon addressed the 
members of the Twenty-First Ward 
Democratic Club. 

There he said his platform was the 
result of knowledge gained in 20 years’ 
experience with public affairs. His 
nomination differed from that of Hen- 
ry W. Kiel, his Republican opponent 
he said, in that he won over the power 
of the bosses while Kiel won with the 
aid of the bosses. Simon reiterated the 
remark that Kiel was an “amen 
shouter’’ and in the habit of casting 
his line near the ‘other fellow’s fish- 
in‘ hole,’’ when it came to declaring 
a platform. 

St. Louis is afflicted with the hook- 
worm, he said, and needs a shaking 
up. He said Kiel was afraid to critli- 
cise the conduct of the city’s eleemosy- 
nary institutions for fear of treading 
on the toes of the administration, whose 
support he is seeking. 

Simon said he, if elected, will use 
his influence to have a law enacted 
prohibiting the keeping of meats in 
cold storage for a. period longer than 
60 days. Kiel, he said, is afraid to ad- 
vocate a like measure because he 
might incur the enmity of commission 
men. 

An enthusiastic Simon rally was held 
at downtown headquarters, in the Ful- 
lerton building, last night. J. ox 
Whitecotton, former speaker of the Mis- 
souri Hguse of Representatives, was 
the chief speaker. Others were Dr. 
W. H. Freudenstein, Dr. L. M. Ottofy, 
F. A. Siefert, W. A. Wheeling, James 
E. Dee, John P. Pensa, E. S. Guberna- 
tor, J. F. Coyle and R. H. Murphy. F. 
A. Seifert was chairman. Meatings 
will be held every night until election, 
with W. A. Carter as chief speaker 
Monday night. 


KIEL COVERS 
WIDE TERRITORY 


Goes From Easton and Semple 
to Carondelet—Says Whole U. 
S. Is Watching Campaign. 


Henry W. Kiel, Republican nominee 
for Mayor, swung around a wide 
circle in his campaign speaking last 
night, and addressed meetings from 
Easton and Semple avenues, to Mich- 
igan and Robert avenues, in Caron- 
delet. 

His first spech was. delivered in a 
hall at Fifteenth and Carr streets, 
where Bernard Frank presided.

“When the Admiral was in the Navy 
one of the largest guns, a 10-inch 
or 12-inch one, went off near him, 
and he has never been the same mar 
since. He has been queer, I mean, 
ever since.” 

“Have you been summoned to tes- 
tify before the grand jury?” she was 
asked. 

“Yes,” she replied, “I have been 
summoned before the grand jury to 
tell of the Admiral’s death.” 
Francis J. Goegon, the new attor- 
ney in the Eaton defense, happened 
to hear at this time that Mrs. Keyes 
was being quizzed by reporters, He 
hurried to the scene and prevented 
her from saying any more. 

The rumored intention of the State 
officials to have a Lunacy Commis- 
sion appointed. to examine Mrs. 
Eaton, with a view of proving her a 
paranolac, received partial confirma- 
tion today in the trip of District At- 
torney Barker of this city. 

People connected with the office 
of that official practically admitted 
the visit was to consult with Chief 
Justice Aiken in regard to lunacy 
proceedings. 

This action of the State is said to 
anticipate a similar one on the part 
of the defense. It is said to be sig- 
nificant that even before the arrest, 
Dr. Frame, accompanied by another 
physician, visited the Eaton house at 
Assinippi. Before the arrest also, 
Mrs. George Harrion, mother of the 
accused only stated to a reporter 
that she feared for her daughter's 
reason. 

Evidence Considered Weak. 

Since the arrest of Mrs. Eaton, the 
police have been engaged in a fran- 
tic search for evidence. 

This search, which has resulted in 
the ransacking of the Eaton house, 
plowing up of the Eaton land and 
grilling a number of the Eaton fam- 
ily, together with the sphinx-like at- 
titude assumed by District Attorney 
Barker, has caused the impression to 
go abroad that, while the police have 
the person of Mrs. Eaton, they have 
very little else in the case. 

“So far as we know there was no 
motive, as the prisoner stood to lose 
an tncome of $375 a month by the 
Admiral’s death, and the way they 
are keeping up the investigation 
makes me think they are ‘shy’ on 
evidence. Until they find out where 
that®poison came from and who 
bought it; Mrs. Eaton is simply tak- 
ing a vacation at the county fail.” 

That she feared Rear-Admiral Eaton 
and considered him a “subtle maniac,” 
is shown by a letter written by Mrs. 
Eaton March 15, 1911, to Marshall E. 
Gallion, her attorney. 

Text of Her Letter. 

The letter, written at her Mas- 
sachusetts home, said: 

The condition of this poor man is 
dreadful, he is so much worse, and I 
fear to stay here this winter. My 
leaving him alone with my mother 


If I had a doubt of his in- 
sanity, which I never had, it would 
be removed quickly, as he is so much 
worse, and what am I to do? 

He is a sick, helpless and sad old 
man and it goes to my heart. He 
relies on me entirely. I am his eyes, 
brain and life, and still how can I

HAT the mass of girls remain virtuous is the more creditable to them 
ee because most of them suffer from a home training which might 

well lead to an opposite result. Where are you going to find, ex- 
cept among the poor, any real girlhood today? In the average home of 
the fairly comfortably placed there seems to be no stage between child. 
hood and womanhood, As soon as a girl enters her teens she is encouraged 
to play the woman and to play it without ehaperonage, 

What seems to have happened is this, that while we have withdrawn 
the old-fashioned safeguard of the chaperon we have provided nothing in 
the way of training or moral education to take its place.

Kirkwood Officials Testify at 
Light Plant Injunction Suit 
Hearing. 


"T febewa atc SALE EXPEDIENT, 


| Phetr Position Was Only That of 
Men Wanting to Free City of 
Burden, They Say. 


In a rejoinder filed yesterday in Judge 
McElhinney’s court at Clayton, five 
Kirkwood Aldermen stated what tbeir 
connections had been with the Suburban 
Electric Light and Power Co, They 
adopted a resolution a week ago for the 
municipality of Kirkwood to sell the mu- 
nicipal electric light plant to the Bub- 
urban company. They are accused in an 
injunction suit pending at Clayton with 
having bad “close and friendly rela- 
tions” with the Suburban company. 

Through Alderman Albert J. Davis, 

who filed the answer to the injunction 
suit, Alderman Smith averred that his 
only connection with the company was 
to sell a typewriter, on which his com- 
mission was $4.06, to the a. 
agent of the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. of St. Louis, of which the 
Suburban concern is a subsidiary. 
Alderman Chandler, who is an attor- 
ney, asserted that he had encountered 
tre company only by prosecuting hostile 
litigation against it. 
Aldermen Davis and Winfrew declared 
that ‘they used power supplied by the 
Suburban company and paid full price 
for it. Alderman Winfrey said that he 
formerly used Suburban current, but 
switched to the municipal, plant for his 
Lehting. 


Mayor and Two Aldermen 
It was the votes of these men w 


passed the resolution empowering the. 
Suburban company to purchase the mu- 
picipal plant, which has been in oOpera- 
tion since 1900, and to build and equip 
which $32,000 of municipal bonds were 
marketed. They were opposed by Mayor 
Joseph R. Matthews and Aldermen Me- 
Donnell and Prough. | 

Last Monday, Judge McElhinney is- 
sued a temporary restraining order pro- 
hibiting the carrying out of the sale. On 
Wednesday the Suburban company filed 
its acceptance of the terms of the deal. 
On Thursday Theodore Bobb, a taxpay- 
er in Kirkwood, filed a petition asking 
that A. C. Einstein. and F. H. Wallace, 
vice-president and secretary of the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., be 
cited for contempt of court. ~ 

When Wallace on Friday tendered $3000 
in cash to the city treasurer as an 
earnest of the purchase, Bopp in a 
second suit asked that Wallace be de- 
clared in contempt. Hearings on both 
these motions will be held next Satur- 
day. 

In .the rejoinder to the injunctien suit, 
Davis set forth that the municipal plant 
is becoming more and more unable to 
cope with the needs of the community, 
that the effort to sell it was dictated by 
a wish ‘to extricate the city from &@ 
hopeless business venture,” that the 
Suburban company, through its contract 
to obtain power from Keokuk, will be 
able to supply current more cheaply 
than the city can manufacture it, and 
that the municipal plant Is not an asset 
te Kirkwood, but a Mability. 

Relies on Utilities Law, 

The conclusions were reached, Davis 
declared, after several week’s investiga- 
tion conducted by an expert accountant. 
The passage of the State Public Com- 
mission bill, he promised, would relieve 
Kinkwood from the peril of a lighting 
trust. 

By the terms of the resolution, con- 
tinued the petition, the Suburban com- 
pany was to pay $3000 In cash and as- 
sume $17,000 of the bond issue. The re- 
maining $15,000 of the bonds would be 
covered by the $3000 in cash and by 
$13,875 collected by special taxes and 
now held as a sinking fund, leaving 
the city $1875 profit on the transaction. 

Mayor Matthews, in stating his rea- 
sons for opposing the sale of the plant, 
said that it had ‘earned $4090 since Ber: 
tember, when a Board of Public Works 
was put in charge. The losses during 
the previous years, he asserted, were 
due to unskillful management. 


POINCARE IN 7 YEARS 
TO SPEND $1,700,000 


Then, Like Taft, French Presi- 
dent Will Return to Earn- 
_ ing Living at Law. 

PARIS, March 22.—President Poincare 
has made up his mind to spend, as fast 
as he receives it, every penny of his 
presidential income of $240,000 a year. 
Then, at the end of his seven-year term 
he will return without savings to earn- 
ing his living as a lawyer. A total 
income during the term of office of 
nearly $1,700,000 has given opportunity 
to previous French presidents to lay 
aside a snug sum against the time when 
they retire to private life, but even this 
commendable thrift does not enter inte 
the plans of the new President of the 
French republic. 

M. Poincare expressed this determina- 
tion to be lavish in his expenditures to 

wyer friend a few days ago. His 

nd thought this was rather unwise, 
and pointed out to the President that 
his private means were not large. : 

“What will you do, if you don’t save 
‘anything, when you are no longer Presi-«- 
dent?” he asked. 

“Do?” answered M. Poincare, “why, 
work, of course. Mr. Taft is going to 
become a professor at Yale when he 
leaves the White House; why should 
not I put on my advocate’s gown

SNE of the most dramatic 
and imposing miraclet 
of the Bible, that in 
which Joshua is repre- 
sented as compelling.the

Amorites, is rejected as 
a prodigy and _ inter 
preted as “poetical” and 
“figurative” in the edi- 

tion of Holy Writ just published under the 
auspices of the American Baptist Fublication 
Society. 

This miracle, go impressively subversive of the 
natural order, has long been a bone of conten- 
tion between rationalists ang theologians. It 
was employed as divine evidence against the 
Copernican theory that the earth revolves about 
the sun. Painters and poets have portrayed the 
heroic Jewish commander as, with upraised arms, 


to halt until the vengeance of Jehovah was ac- 
complished. 

The prodigy ig still regarded as historic by the 
Catholic Church. “The chief objection of the 
rationalists,” states the Catholic Encyclopedia, 
“to the historical worth of the book (of Joshua) 
is the almost overwhelming force of the miracu- 
lous contained therein: this objection has no 
worth to the Catholic exegete.” Officially, at 
least, this attitude is that also of most Protestant 
denominations. 

The Baptist version of the Scriptures is prob- 
ably the first issued by a great and orthodox 
sect into which the higher criticism, long re- 
j}garded as the arch foe of religion, has been per- 
‘mitted to intrude to the extent not only of a de- 
nial of the authenticity of one of the most famous 
'of Biblical miracles, but also an explanation of 
the event as related upon rationalistic grounds. 


The innovation is made the more striking by 
the form in which the old story is printed. While 
the Authorized Version of the Bible prints the 
| account in prose as an integral part of the text, 
\the Baptist scholars put it in the style of verse, 
as it stands in the’ Hebrew text. 

In the Baptist version (Joshua 10, 12-14) the 
narrative appears in this dress: 

“Then spoke Joshua to Jehovah, in the day 
‘when Jehovah delivered up the Amorites before 
the children of Israel; and he said'in the sight - 
of Israel, ex? 

“Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon, 

And thou moon, on the valley of Ajalon, 

And the sun stood still, and the moon stayed, 

Until the nation were avenged on their 

enemies,’ 

“Is it not written in the book of the righteous? 

“*And the sun stood still in mid-heaven, 

And hasted not to go down for a whole day. 

And no day was like that before it or after 

it, 

That Jehovah hearkened to the voice of a 

man, 

And Jehovah fought for Israel.’” 


To eyes habituated to the old and stately prose 
lactount of the miracle, this garbing of it in the 
style of verse hag a secular aspect which per- 
naps Already produces an impression of doubt. 
‘The impression is enhanced by the addition of 
e footnote, itself a startling innovation to or- 
thodox minds, which might consider that it 
seems to make the text a work of mere litera- 
ture, requiring erudite commentary like a Gib.

It ds not extravagant to say that such an inter- 
pretation, if made a century ago, might have 
been branded as the misdemeanor of a free- 
thinker, if not of an atheist. Judging from the 
prefatory note to the Baptist version, the com- 
mentary is the work of a doctor of divinity and 
a professor in a theological school—Prof. Ber- 
nard C. Taylor, D. D., of Crozer Theological 
Seminary. 

“These verses (12—14),” states the note, “con- 
tein a quotation from the book of the righteous, 
‘Hook of Jasher’ in the common version; poetic 
records of the deeds and words of those who were 
eminent in the annals of the nation. 

“They are conceived in the boldly figurative 
manner of Oriental poetry; such as we see in 
David’s description of his victory over his en- 
emies, ascribing it to Jehovah’s direct inter- 
position by tempest and earthqviake (Ps. 18, 17- 
6). 

“Nothing here said exceeds the boldness of 
the figures there used; for example, ‘the earth 
shook end quaked’—‘the foundations of the 
mounteins trembled and were shaken’—‘the foun- 
dations of the world were laid bare.’ 

“Ts the Hobrew mind these were greater mar- 
vels than the arrest of sun and moon, regarded 
by him *s ©n»varatively small, revolving round 
the much lerver earth.” 

Thus accus'ne the Chosen People of having en- 
tertained a faise theory of astronomy, the commen- 
tator proceeds to a naturalistic explanrtion of the 
miracle itself, which he regards as ee and 
not objective. 


“Divested of their bold imagery,” he continues, 


“the words state @ plain matter of fact. In the 
heat and enthusiasm of the conflict, and eager 
for the defeat of all his enemies, Joshua com- 
mands sun and moon to stand still and wait till 
it be aecomplished. The poet describes the 
effect of his words as it appeared to the busy 


actors of the scene, to whom the stirring and. 


shifting effects of the day made.it seem un- 
naturally prélonged. 


“Virtually it was so; for it was by the special 
favor of Jehovah, who ‘fought for Israel,’ that 
the day did not end till all was accomplished.” 

The editor concludes that the truth about 
Joshua’s “miracle,” as it appears to him, was 
known in the twelfth century, whence it seems 
that the orthodox world remained blind to it 
for 800 years. 

“The words were understood in this poetical 
and figurative sense,” says he, “by the celebrated 
Jewish scholar Maimonides in the twelfth cen- 
tury; and it is now regarded by Hebrew scholars 
as the true interpretation of the passage.” 

The “Book of Jasher,” which means literally 
“the book: of the righteous one,” is said by 
learned Hebrews to have been an ancient volume 
which was lost during the Babylonian captivity 
and is not now extant. The verses in the story 
of Joshua's miracle are said by the Baptist 
commentator to have been quoted from this work, 
«nd he adduces as proof the words of the prose 
text: “Is it not written in the book of the right- 
eous?”’ 

“The Book of Jasher,” says the Jewish En- 
cyclopedia, “apparently contained heroic Songs, 
and is twice mentioned in the Old Testament; 
in the account of the battle of Gibeon a fragment 
of a song of Joshua is given ag taken from it; 
and another fragment is quoted in. David's lam- 


entation for Saul and Jonathan (II Samuel, 1, 
18).”

The same encyclopedia proceeds to demolish 
the entire fabric of prodigies on which the ex- 
ploits of Joshua were based, including the mi 
racle of Ajalon. It says: 

“Recollections of valorous feats performed in 
the days of these fierce wars with the aboriginal 
kings were transferred to Joshua and his time; 
battlés remembered in fable and in song were 
connected with his name; natural phenomens 
(the -blocking, of the waters of Jordan witl 
rocks, the earthquake at Jericho, the hailstorm 


before Gibeon), which had inspired semi-mytho- _ 


logical versions, were utilized to enhance his 
fame, all the more since they helped to vindi- 
eate his dignity as a second Mcses. 

“Snatches of popular songs, no longer under- 
mythology had be- 
come unintelligible, were applied to his feats, 
and in turn gave rise to new accounts of his 
marvelous accomplishments, for example, at 
Ajalon.” 

[I* would seem that the editors of the ency- 
¢lopedia have gone far on the road, and the 
editors of the Baptist Bible as far as the rejec- 
tion of one Old Testament prodigy, towards the 
opinions concerning miracles expressed by David 
Hume, the great s' eptic, more than a century azo, 
which at that time incurred his denunciation by 
the theologians as an infidel, 

An examination of the Baptist Bibic, however. 
shows that its editors. while renudistine 
prodigy of the arrest of the sun and moon. are 
so far from the attitude of Hume that this is al- 
most the only obvious evidence of their skepti- 
cism. The miracle of Jonah and the whale, almost 
as astounding and as fertile of theological debates 
as that of Joshua, is related without comment.

OHN MILLINGTON SYNGE, the Irish play- 
J wright, whose untimely death at the age of 

58 years, occurred three years ago, has since 
been exalted in fame, until now critics are hail- 
ine him “the suecessor of Shakspeare'§ and 
Moliere.”

His latest biographer, Francis Bickley, explains 
why Synge, although he has become the giory 
of the Irish National Theater Society, suffered 
the penalty of having his plays hated and hissed 
by Hibernians, both in Ireland and in the United 
Siates. It appears that the dramatist preferred 
to regard his plays as art rather than as political 
pamphlets; and that, indeed, his recognition of 
the Irish peasantry as dramatic material came 
about by accident, through a meeting with Wil- 
liam Butler Yeats. 

“After taking his Trinity College, 
Dublin,” relates Bickley, left his native 
land, and forgot what little Gaelic he had known. 
The desire of self-expression was already strong 
in him, but he sought his n edium in France.

His entry into the theatrical world of Dublin 
was far from triumphant. The ‘Riders to the 
sea”’- failed at first to attract audiences. “The 
shadow of the Glen” was received not with in- 
lifferenee, but with hostility. The popwar enmity 
to Synge’s works persisted. It was manifested 
against “The Well of the Saints,” and culmineted 
in 1907 in a demonstration against “The Playboy 
o° the Western World,” in which a man is 
supposed to have killed his father is admired as 


who 


a hero. 

The fact was, according to Bickley, that Synge 
saw his people without sentimentality. 

“The moods of his various plays,” says his bi- 
ographer, “laughter, passion and knavery—were 
what he saw in the world; but the light in which 
he saw them was his own, a clear, hard light, 
shining neither through rosy nor throuzh smoky 
glasses. If there be an actual reality in things— 
an authentic value to stultify all our illusions— 
one of the few who have got very 
near seeing it. For that reason sentimentalists 
considered him a eynic.” 

Nevertheless, Synge, as his writings show, re- 
joiced keenly in the Ifish temperament as dis- 
plaved to him among the peasants of Aran.

Herewith afe_ repro- 
duced some of the puno- 
tographs obtained’ by 
the astonishing method 

employed by Commandant Darget and exhibited to 

the Paris Academy of Sciences, the highe.t offi- 
cial body of saVants in France. Commandant Dar- 
get is a retired officer of the French service. 

These photographs are to be considered in the 
same light that the Academy of Sciences accepted 
@hem, and that was with evidence of serious in- 
terest. Vienna and Berlin scientists have already 
invited Commai:dant Darget to make similar dem- 
vnstrations to them. 

An astounding feature of the Darget method is 
that the pictures are made without the aid of the 
camera. An ordinary sensitized plate is wrapped 
first in a printed newspaper or a hand-written 
document and then placed in a non-transparent 
envelope so that actinic rays may not penetrate 
to the plate. 

Next the plate in its opaque covering is placed 
on the forehead or stomach. After an hour or so, 
while the subject pursues his usual avocation, the 
plate will exhibit on development the written or 
printed matter which was on the first covering, 
but frequently, it is declared, there will also be 
the picture, object or scene of which the patient 
had been thinking. 

A curtous feature: of the result is that it is said 
te be positive or negative, according to the indi- 
viduality and temperament of the person. 

Not only that, but it is asserted that the Darget 
process will photograph diseases!

N 1882 my experiments and studies in animal 
magnetism had brought me to believe that 
the vital fluid of man was luminous, and 

could, perhaps, affect photographic plates in the 
same manner as ordinary light. A visit to a pho- 
tographer confirmed my theory. Everybody gives 
off a fluid, the quantity and quality varying with 
each person and varying in the same person ac- 
cerding to his physical and mental condition. 

Certain people give off moie fluid than others: 

for instance, magnetizers and mediums zive off a 
larger quantity than ordinary persons. All or- 
ganisms, whether of animal, vegetable or mineral 
cMaracter, produce rays. These rays appear to be 
continuous and of equal intensity in minerals, ac- 
cording to their atomic composition. Radium is 
their highest known expression. Vegetables emit 
these rays more or less regularly, but varying in 
quantity according to the season of the year and 
their maturity, also according to their species.

Animals project this vital force, differing with 
their species and their state of health. re- 
gards man it must be added that the rays vary 
according to mental and moral state. Moreover, 
certain parts of the human body, such as the fore- 
head and the abdomen, as well as the hands, 
which are conductors in a sense, as are the eyes, 
seem to emit more than others. Will power helps 
the production of the fluid, and is able to direct it. 

I began experimenting in photographing dis- 
eases. I placed a sensitized plate inclosed with 
opaque envelopes upon the foreheads of paticnts. 
The results of headaches were quite different from 
those of epilepsy. I tried rheumatic patients by 
placing plates above the affected parts. I also 
tried diseases: of the heart and stomach. I was 
soon convinced that each disease gave forth 
emanations according to its kind. 

For instance, if one puts a plate on the right el- 
bow of a person suffering from rheumatism, and 
a second plate on his left elbow the impressions 
will be quite different if the rheumatic pains are 
present in one arm only.

Results up to the present have been hampered 
by the inadequacy of sensitive plates. such as we 
now have, for they are not adapted to register 
anything so subtle as vital fluids. Our position 
is lixe that of the inventor of the photographic 
plate, who once needed 15 seconds to make a pic- 
ture, whereas the plate is now so perfect that we 
can get a photograph with a fraction o:; a second 
exposure and take pictures of ghe locomotive’s 
wheel going at 60 miles an hour.

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MAN sat in a cc” le office in London the 
other day and sent a cable message to 
New York.

Taking Cable Messages 


Even the great Edison failed in an attempt to 
apply the land wire system to the cables. Some 
vears ago he took what was considered a very 
promising automatic Morse arrangement to En- 
gland and in the course of his experiments tried to 
send the dot and dash code through a cable abou 
1000 miles long coiled in a tank. Dot and das: 
messages are recorded on a tape as well as an- 
nounced by the click of the sounder. 

When Mr. Edison signaled a “dot” at the send- 
ing end it came out on the receiving tape in a 
mark 28 feet long. Mr, Edison laughed as he 
contemplated that superdot. He acknowledged 
that he had not been very successful, and added: 

“IT thought that dot was never going to end.” 


The explanation of the experts is that the ca- 
bles don’t discharge their current quickly enough 
for the system that Mr. Edison tried, and so hung 
onto the dot altogether too long. Mr. Gott found 
a way to avoid that trick of the cables, and the 
dots and dashes that come over the Commercial 
Cable Co.’s lines are as clear cut as those on short 
distance land wires. 

Just how Mr. Gott has overcome the difficulties 
that stumped tke other submarine cable engineers 
is not being told at present, but it is said that

very little new machinery is needed for the opera- 
tion of this system. The same voltage is used, 
and there is no difference in the actual use of the 
positive and negative current which operated the 
Siphon recorder instrument.

THE SPEED OF A PROJECTILE. 


XPERIMENTS with improved instruments 
for measuring the velocity of projectiles 
have shown that the speed goes on in- 

creasing after the missile has left the mouth of 
the cannon. Leaving the muzzle with a velocity 
of 1474 feet a second, a projectile has been ob- 
served to increase its speed to 1689 feet a se-ond 
within the first six feet. It is only after having

F the Middle West had de- 
pended on_ horses, last 
fall, the wheat crop of 
1913 might be several 
million bushels lighter 
than it will be next July. 
Engines saved the day, 
and prevented numerous 
profitable corners in the 
country’s most important 
cereal. When the mys- 
terious, and still un- 
named plague killed 35,- 
000 horses in Kansas 

alone, in September and October, and other thou- 
sands in Nebraska, Colorado, Oklahoma and Mis- 
souri, the grain speculators threw up their hands 
‘and metaphorically howled their delight. Wheat 
would be scarce next spring, and the price, of 
course, would go up, and wouldn’t they rub their 
fists and smile? : 

But wheat wil] not be scarce. There will be 
no more than the usual number of corners, and 
the price will not be any Ligher because of the 
costly plague. There were fewer horses in the 
wheat belt at planting time than for generations, 
but the seed went into the ground just the same 
—a bit later in some cases, but not late enough 
to count—and it’s getting ready right now to feed 
. hungry world. 

Engine power made it possible for the farmers 
of the Middle West to keep their date with the 
people, and engine power seems destined to put 
the horses out of business, except for the very 
lightest work. This may happen, too, within the 
fifetime of students now in ‘college. It is scarcely 
possible that machinery will wipe horses out of 
el) ‘usefulness in agriculture, because there are al- 
ways likely to be things for them to dothat no en- 
sine ever could do, but the day is fast approaching 
when the big work, the heavy tasxs, the long, 
hard pulls will all be cared for by motor power. 

It takes no seer to prophesy the future of horses 
on the farms of the Middle West. One big change 
already has become noticeable. Few of the small, 
mongrel, nondescript family of horses ever are 
seen now in the fields. Farmers, urged by the 
agricultural colleges and co-operative breeding as- 
sociations, have learned that the big draft horses 
—the Clydes and the Shives and the Belgians ond 
Percherons—could do more work, and do it with 
less fuss than two or three times as many of the 
kind of horses that long had been in use. 

Now, these farmers have learned another les- 
son. That is that for plowing and harrowing and 
seeding on farms of 160 acres or more, where the 
tand is moderately level, the gas or of] engines— 
tractors, they are called—-are cheaper than horses. 
They know, too, that very large tracts can be 
“plowed for from 40 to 90 cents an acre, including 
the cost of fuel, plowmen and cylinder oil, where- 
as it costs from $1.25 to $1.75 an acre to plow with 
horses.

It isn’t hard to understand why farmers are 
turning to the new power. With a traction en- 
gine one man is eliminated for every four horse- 
power of the engine. Indeed, there are engines on 
farms in Kansas and Nebraska and Colorado 
equipped with automatic steering and plow-lifting 
devices so that one man can run the whele out- 
fit. 

Farmers have come to realize that an engine 
doesn’t need feed when it isn’t working. The only 
cost is interest on investment, a very troublesome 
and obscure charge never overloo ed by statis- 
ticians and money lenders, and instantly forgot- 
ten if you’ve paid cash for your engine. 

A shed that will keep off water is shelter 
enough for this new power. It needs no veterina- 
rian. It will not succumb to epizootic or any oth- 
er plague, and it is proof against spavin and ring- 
bone. It won’t suffer in cold weather, and yqu 
don’t have to clean out its shed in the morning 
with the mercury seeking the subway. {t’s a fear- 
some risk to have $1000 tied up in a team of finest 
Percherons or Belgians. If one of these animals 
gets a stiff joint, you can’t oil it and go on with 
the work. It’s all Jff for the day or the week. 
But the powerful engine is ready always, and if 
you are mechanic enough to run it properly, and 
give it the care any machinery needs, it will never 
fail. If you have a big farm, of course, you have 


an engineer. 

Twenty fair-sized horses of no particular breed, 
would cost you $3000. An engine having 40 horse- 
power on the fly-wheel, and 20 on the drawbar, 
would cost $2500. The harness for the 20 horses 
would cost another $500 or $400, and the stable 
certainly would be worth $500 or $1000. And don't 
forget the plague. 

That is the way the farmers of the Middle West 
have been talking. When the epidefgic came along 
and killed most of their horses, they talked more. 
Of course, they had to have some horses when cul- 
tivating time came. An engine can’t be taken 
into a cornfield. Only horses can pull the kind 
of cultivators used in this work—in this respect 
they are likely always to be found valuable. Man 
has not yet invented a motor that will run be- 
tween the “walls of corn’ and plow down .the

weeds. It may be heard from, 
for, on hundreds of farms already, 
the small motor plows, motor mowers and other 
power machinery—smaller than -ever it has been 
used until in the last year or two. Men who study 
such things declare that this department of inven- 
tion is still only partly developed. 

The big tractors are far from perfect, though 
oue secs sO many in successful operation. They 
are still too cumbersome for work on rough or 
hilly fields, and except in the case of the very 
small movors, are not usable on farms of less than 
160 acres, with profit, according’ to some opin- 
ions. On Kansas and Nebreska farms where 
large engines are used, the corners of the fields 
are plowed out with horses in a few hours, a 
small task compared to the days and days of 
weary toil that horse-plowing means. An engine, 
you see, will plow from 12 to 30 acres 1n a day. 

When Theodore C. Henry, one of the early-day 
‘‘Wheat Kings” of Kansas, began operations in 
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A motor doing the washing in farm house at Labetha, Kansas. 
Current comes from 3 miles away. 


1873, near Abilene, his 10,000 acres were plowed 
and seeded with oxen-power. He used six yo.e 
teams—imagine the picture today—hitched to 
20-inch plows. J. N. Fike of Thomas County, 
Kansas, the present-day “Wheat King,” uses 
steam plows. Qne of Henry’s oxen outfits might 
turn over three acres a day. One of Fike’s big 
engines plows 30 to 40 acres a day at a much low- 
er cost than the pioneer had to meet. Fike began 
using engines in 1906, when he seeded 1600 acres 
of wheat. In 1912 he put in nearly 15,600 
o* wheat, and didn’t use a horse. 

One of his big steam engines pulls five “gangs” 
of six plows each, cutting 20 feet. The gasoline 
plow of 30 horsepower pulls three gangs of six 
plows each, and cuts 12 feet. This engine, Mr. 
Fike says, is cheaper to operate than the steam 
tractor, and the first cost is lowe~. A steam plow 
costs $3800. The gasoline engine cost $2000. - It 
costs $35 a day to operate the steam plow, 
the gasoline outfit costs only $12 a day.

plow turns over 45 to 50 acres a day, and the gas- 
oline engine plows 20 to 35 acres. The first, there- 
fore, makes the acre cost about 75 cents, and of 
the second about 45 cents. This saving amounts 
to $4500 a year on a 15,000-acre farm—not a small 
item in farming. Two men handle the gasoline 
power. 

Of course, Mr. Fike used many horses on his 
wheat farm, but they were put intoveasy, light 
work. This is true on most farms, probably, al- 
though some, in Reno County, near Hutchinson, 
plowed, seeded and harvested the entire wheat 
crops, last year, without a horse in sight. More- 
over, an instance is known—near Salina—where 
a farmer owning a large motor car used it to 
pull his binder through the whole season, and 
successfully, too. He harvested his wheat in this 
way. In another instance a machine has been 
used that cuts and threshes the wheat in the 
fields, emptying the clean grain through a chute 
ai the side into sacks in a wagon following. At 
present this thresher is pulled by horses, but it is 
proposed now to attach motor power, and when 
this has been done, the last word—almost—in 
wheat harvesting will have been spoken. It isn't 
safe, howevef, to say that the “end has been 
reached in anything in which mechanical genius 
piays a part. It may be possible some fine day, 
to cut and thresh and grind the wheat in the same 
operation. From that point to biscuits isn’t a 


long journey. 


The increase in the use of implements and ma- 
chinery in the United States has been remarkable. 
Between 1850 and 1890 it amounted to 226 per cent. 
Even since 1892 this increase has been startling. 
In that year the entire’country had a little more 
than 195,000,000 invested in farm machinery, 
and in 1%11—the latest available figures—more 
than $368,000,000 was invested in this way in seven 
Vestern States—the wheat and corn belt—Minne- 
sota, lowa, Missouri, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Kansas. Compare this stupendous 
amount of money with $98,000,000 invested in im- 
vplements and machinery fn the South Atlantic 
States, shown in the Agricultural Year Book for 
1910, and you will see that the largest use of mod- 
ern power machinery for farming to take the place 
of horses is in the region west of the Mississippi 
River. East of that river more horses are used, 
and wherever horses are used, east or west, their 
number and value has increased in the last 20 
years. 


But the farming area and the population, too, 
have increased amazingly in that period. Every 
kind of agricultvral activity has been improved 
ond simplified. Efficiency has been insisted upon. 
Machinery is doing for farming what it did for 
the cotton industry, only in the fields it is taking 
the burden from horses. 


All this has been a matter of education. It 
didn’t come suddenly. There isn’t a thing unnat- 
ural or “boomy” about it. Farmers began to real- 
10 years ago, that there were other cheaper 
and easier ways to do many things than the ways 
they had followed all thei lives. Perhaps the

They 
are used to charge storage batteries for lighting 
farm homes. 
They are found everywhere, on farms in the Mid- 
dle West—proof that farmers and their families 
are taking full advantage of the power that miod- 
ern inventive genius has provided to make rural § 
life better and more attractive. It has become such | 
a recognized feature of farm life that one is sur- 
prised now not to find steam or gasoline. wher 
ever one goes in the country. With the help this | 
tireless power gives, farm families, especially the ¥ 
boys, have learned no longer to dread the chores, 
for, on many farms, as itis easy to show, the 
wood is cut into proper lengths, the churning is 
robbed of its back-aching terror, the water is put 
into the house and light is supplied by steam or 
gasoline.
